snorting beasts. Herbert Hoover makes 
use of this metaphor in his recent book 
The Challenge to Liberty: 


“The man on horseback, ascending 
triumphantly to office on the steps cf 
constitutional processes, demands and 
threatens the parliament into the dele- 
gation of its sacred powers. Then fol- 
lows consolidation of authority through 
powerful propaganda in the pay of the 
State to transform the Mentality of the 


people. The last scene is the suppres- ' 


sion of freedom. Liberty dies of the 
water from her own well, free speech, 
poisoned by untruth.” 


Mussolini is the world’s greatest liv- 
ing man on horseback. He is perhaps 
the most brazen and boastful human 
being on earth today. Here are a few 
of his characteristic utterances:

Caesar! y great 
inspirer. I have his bust before me all 
the time.”

All students of world affairs agree 
that Mussolini is Fascism. 


Dr. Herman Finer says in his recent 
book Mussolini’s Italy: “Fascism has 
all of Mussolini’s strength, and weak- 
ness; and the most perturbing aspect 
of his strength is that, while he is 
great, the Italians must continue to be 
small. His will and legal authority per- 
vade the whole corps of the bureaucracy 
and the highly centralized system of 
local government.

A Warped Brain 


The philosophers who contributed 
more than others to moulding the early 
thinking of Mussolini, were Nietzsche, 
Schopenhauer, Machiavelli and Marx. 


* The warped and pernicious doctrines df 


these four diseased brains, may be not- 
ed in everything he says and does. 


As a young man, Mussolini was par- 


ticularly fond of Nietzsche, the destroy- 


er, whose wicked teachings permeated ' 


the schools of Europe and paved the 
way for the world war. 


Building partly upon the theory of 
evolution (“the survival of the fittest”), 
Nietzsche created the idea of the “Will 
to Power’. 


By this he meant that it was immoral 
to protect the weak or to exercise Chris- 
tian virtues. He advocated hate as the 
only true means of progress. He 
taught that the stronger should crush 
= the weaker through ferocious com- 

at. 


Nietzsche placed a bloody ladder in 
front of his followers and told them to 
start climbing. If our ancestors fought 
their way through the jungles, he rea- 
soned that humanity would cease to 
evolve when it ceased to fight. Thus, 
he eulogized war. 


According to this doctrine, violence is 
moral, and brotherly love is immoral. 
Brute force is presented as the oniy 
sure road to progress. The ultimate ob- 
jective is a race of supermen, with A 
SUPERMAN at the top, ruling the hu- 
man family. 


Mussolini and Nietzsche 


These perverted ideals are not mere- 
ly academic with Mussolini. They rep- 
resent his real conception of life. to 
him, the human race is an inferior herd. 
upon whom his is destined to impress 
his will. His egoism knows no bounds. 


When philosophers become rulers, the » 
rank and file of people have cause to 


become frightened. 


If Nietzsche were alive today, he 
would see that his dream of the Super- 
man has taken form in the person of a 
modern Caesar. 


As a young man, Mussolini was driv- 
en out of Italy because of his radicai- 
ism. He went to Switzerland where he 
engaged himself in a series of univer- 
sity studies. Europe’s higher institu- 
tions of learning were in those days, 
what American schools are now rapid- 
ly becoming—spawns of anarchy and 
breeding places of violence. 


In these surroundings, Mussolini mas- 
tered the bag of Nietzsche. His 
Essay on The Philosophy of Force 
shows this to be the case. From that 
time until the present hour, Nietzsche’s 
theory of the Superman has been his 
ideal, the consuming passion of his soul.

‘Good and Evil, that all standards of 


morality, both personal and political; all 
forms of religion; all customs which 
serve to place restraint upon human de- 
pravity MUST BE ABOLISHED, in 
producing a race of supermen, with the 
Superman at the helm of world affairs. 
“Not mankind, but Superman is the 
goal”, he said. 


This is the philosophy of “lawless- 


“ness” which filtered through the schools 


of Europe and saturated the formative 
brain of the son of a radical Italian 
blacksmith. 


Finally, Nietzsche went crazy. His 
became so warped that he had to 
be taken to a mad house. 


Mr. Will Durant describes the closing 
years of Nietzsche’s life as follows: 


“They took him at first to an asylum, 
but soon his old mother came to claim 
him and take him under her own for- 
giving care. What a _ picture!—the 
pious woman who had borne sensitively 
but patiently the sheck of her son’s 
apostasy from all that she held dear, 
and who, loving him none the less, re- 
ceived him now into her arms. She died 
in 1897, and Nietzsche was taken by 
his sister to live in Weimar. 


“There a statue of him was made by 
Kramer—helpless, and resigned. Yet 
he was not all unhappy; the peace and 
quiet which he had never had when 
sane were his now; Nature had had 
mercy on him when she made him mad. 
He caught his sister once weeping as 
she looked at him, and he could not un- 
derstand her tears: ‘Lisbeth’, he asked, 
‘why do you cry? Are we not happy?’ 
On one occasion he heard talk of books; 
his pale face lit up: ‘Ah!’ he said, 
brightening, ‘I too have written some 
good books’—and the lucid moment 
passed. ; 

“He died in 1900. Seldom has a man 
paid so great a price for Genius.” 

It is impossible to understand the 
mental processes of Mussolini without 
understanding the teachings of Fried- 
rich Nietzsche. 


But, whereas Nietzsche lived in pov- |

And, considering his determined effort 
to hurl the world into the inferno of 
another war, one may well ask—Is the 
mind of Mussolini going like that of his 
mentor? 


May be Antichrist 


The illicit contact which the Italian 
Superman has with demonic forces, 
through Spiritualism, is well known and 
widely discussed. 


Evangeline Adams, the most noted 
American astrologer and Spiritualist 
medium says: “Mussolini resembles Na- 
poleon astonishingly.

As he approached the age of thirty 
he began to show the destructive traits 
of character which are now familiar to 
the world. 


In those days, a prominent Italian 
newspaper sized him up as follows. 
“Vulgar; indecent; livid; nauseating; 
insensate; a vagabond in the pay of 
Jewish secieties; pretentious; con- 
scienceless; paranoic; and exalted who 
madly abandoned himself to the ebscene 
dance of provocations; in the pay of the 
police; a stupid figure; a ferocious mad- 
man; a self-styled Socialist; a rancor- 
ous inciter; an unscrupulous liar; a most 
vile and delinquent sower of hatred; a 
trickster; a hackwriter hardly worth 
the contempt of gentlemen; a maniac; 


‘a criminally lunatic liar; an imbecile; a 


cretin; and, to boot, a disgusting rep- 
tile.” 


The above reference to “Jewish socie- 
ties” probably refers to the fact that 
powerful Jews have always been his 
finaneial backers, as in the present cir- 
cumstance in which it is reported on 
best authority that the House of Roth- 
schild is financing his Ethiopian mas- 
sacre. 


Never shunning combat, Mussolini 
has always taken vituperation and op- 
osition calmly; and without exception, 
st succeeded in leveling his adver- 
saries to the ground. 


Truly, he is a man on horseback! 


Recent articles have appeared in 
these columns showing how Mussolini’s 
ambition to revive the old Roman Em- 
pire harmonizes with Daniel’s descrip- 
tion of the Antichrist. 


Back in the year 1866, Rev. Michael 
Baxter, a noted English student of 
prophecy, published a map of Europe 
showing the territory covered by an- 
cient Rome. Basing his prognostica- 
tions upon the book of Daniel, he an- 
nounced that this area would be revived 
and built into a league of ten nations 
about the year 1927. 


The Antichrist was to be responsible 
for this remarkable feat, according to 
Baxter. While he missed the date, yet 
even prior to 1927, Mussolini had arisen 
and was boasting that some day Fasc- 





ism would do this very thing. 

On October 27, 1930 Mussolini said 
these words: “To-day I affirm that 
Fascism as an idea, a doctrine, and real- 
isation, is universal: Italian in its par- 
ticular institutions, it is universal in its 
spirit ... One can therefore foresee a 

ascist Europe, a Europe which is in- 
spired by Fascist institutions, the dec- 
trines and the practice of Fascism.” 

And on October 25, 1932: “In ten 
hone Europe will be Fascist or Fascist- 
ized, 


The White Horse 


Dr. W. D. Herrstrom, of the Los An- 
geles Baptist Theological Seminary, be- 
lieves that the horses mentioned in the 
sixth chapter of Revelation have the 
same rider. 

According to this interpretation, the 
Antichrist is to appear on four, differ- 
ent colored beasts, each representing a 
stage in the down grade of his bloody 
reign. The white changes into red, the 
red into black, and the black into the 
color of death. 

In this connection, the new Soviet

ostage stamp is of passing interest. A 
ew York newspaper describes it as 
follows: 


“On the oceasion of the tenth anni- 
versary of the organization of the Red 
army’s first regular cavalry detachment 
a special stamp was issued which bears 
a design strikingly similar to the tradi- 
tional picturization of the four horsc- 
men of the Apocalypse. Four riders are 
shown in a mad race across the face of 
the stamp, on which is roughly outlined 
a map of the European section of the 
Soviet Union.” 


Revelation 6:1 refers to the releasing 
of the White Horse, with the word 
“Come.” 


The correct translation, however, is 
“GO”. Instantly the beast and his vi- 
cious rider lunges forth! 


“And I saw, and behold a white horse: 
and he that sat on him had a bow; and 
a crown was given unto him; and he 
went forth conquering, and to conquer.” 


A crown is always an insignia of im- 
perial power. “A crown was given un- 
to him”. 


This can mean but one thing, namely, 
that the Antichrist did not possess royal 
authority at first. 


He does not come up as a king or an 
emperor. A crown is to be given him 
later. 


Mussolini could qualify at this point. 
He rose from the humblest walks of 
life, the son of a village blacksmith. 
Today he possesses more power than 
any living man, but as yet he has been 
given no crown. 


But if he carries out his plan to re- 
vive the old Roman Empire, it is natur- 
al to suppose that he will become its 
official emperor. He will then be 
crowned the acknowledged head of the 
government. 


Careful attention should be given the 
“bow” which Antichrist holds in his 
hand.

in the womb of the world war. He 
boasts that the war made him. 
The present struggle among the na- 


tions in building armaments, the hatred 
which is brewing on the part of colored 
races against the whites, the concentra- 
tion of the British fleet in the Mediter- 
ranean, the slaughter of the Ethiopians, 
the threatening dangers lurking in Li- 
bya and Egypt, the war clouds which 
are now hanging over Europe—these 
and other dangerous conditions are due 


largely to the program of ONE MAN 
on horseback who is obsessed with the 
spirit of war. 


Mussolini has been pleading with Ita- 
lian mothers to raise children for war 
urposes ever since he came into power 
‘ourteen years ago. This plea to par- 
ents for large families, makes his pres- 
ent talk about over-population in Italy 
and the consequent need of room for 
expansion, to appear ridiculous. 


Boys six and seven years old are be- 
ing taught to march and car s in 
Italy, under the supervision of the gov- 
ernment. 


There can be little doubt that Musso- 
lini visualizes an eventual military con- 
quest which will take in the entire 
world. But for the present he has his 
eye primarily upon that portion of 
Europe and Africa which embraced the 
old Roman Empire. 


Yes, Mussolini has a bow in his hand. 


The Red Horse 


“And there went out another horse 
that was red: and power was given to 
him that sat thereon to take peace from 
the earth, and that they should kill one 
another: and there was given unto him 
a great sword.” 


The remarkable insight into the fu- 
ture which Baxter possessed back in 
1866, is indicated by the following quo- 
tation for his Forty Future Wonders: 


“The great RED dragon—a murderer 
from the beginning having been cast 
down to the earth and inflamed with 
great wrath, knowing that he hath but 
a short time, raises up this RED horse 
of RED-republican war to go forth on 
its career of world-wide carnage, and 
the result is that the ten-horned wild 
beast, ——— a the ten kingdoms—- 
Britain, France, Spain, Italy, Austria, 
Greece, Egypt, Syria, Turkey, and Bal- 
kan States—becomes RED, or scarlet- 
coloured, and full of blasphemous titles 
with the Scarlet Woman (the Church 
of Rome then allied with Red republi- 
canism) seated on it as its Ecclesias- 
tical Mistress, and drunk with the blood 
of saints shed at that period; in other 
words, the ten kingdoms will then be- 
come Infidel Red-republics, as this pre- 
figuration in Revelation 12:3 to 6, has 
been justly explained.” 


The “sword” of Revelation 6:4 sym- 
bolizes bloodshed and anticipates com- 
ing international conflicts. The picture 
is one of slaughter and chaos. 


Red Communism bears the same color 
as the second horse. This principle of 
world-wide revolution will be unhinder- 
ed in its sweep to “take peace from the 
earth”. It is remarkable that Baxter 
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should have anticipated eur present 
wave of international Communism as 
being RED—the very color of the flag 
of Moscow. 


The Antichrist will so extend his pow- 
er that every revolutionary agency, for 
the wearing down of humanity, will be 
brought under his control. Communism, 
Socialism and Fascism are three branch- ) 
es from the same anti-God stem. All 
forms of government, starting with the 
revived Roman Empire, will be deliv- 
ered into the hands of the Man of Sin. 


As the White Horse turns red, the 
bow takes the form of a sword. Blood 
will flow in the gutters of the large 
cities of the world. Every man’s hand 
will be raised against his neighbor. 


Peace will disappear from the earth. 


The Black Horse 


“And lo a black horse; and he that 
sat on him had a pair of balances in his 
hand. And I heard a voice in the midst 
of the four beasts say, A measure of 
wheat for a penny, and three measures 
of barley for a penny; and see thou 
hurt not the oil and the wine.” 


Revolution and war are always fol- 
lowed by famine and pestilence. Soil 
and crops are invariably destroyed by 
warfare. Because the men are away 
from home fighting, cultivation lags; 
productivity is retarded; and morals 
sink to the lowest levels. 


Consequently, everything turns black! 


Baxter’s comment on the Black Horse 
is also significant: “It is generaliy 
agreed that the symbols of the third 
seal denote FAMINE. The black colour 
of the horse is connected with the idea 
of famine, for in the fourth and fifth 
chapters of Lamentations that hue is 
described as characterizing ee le while 
suffering from dearth of food: ‘Their 
visage is BLACKER than a coal: they 
are not known in the streets: their skin 
cleaveth to their bones, it is withered, it 
is become like a stick. They that be 
slain with the sword are better than 
they that be slain with hunger; for 
these pine away, stricken through for 
want of the fruits of the field’. ‘Our 
skin was BLACK like an oven because 
of the terrible famine’.” 


The Antichrist is described as <r 
a pair of balances in his hand wit 
which to measure food. This is the 
equivalent to bread cards issued by the 
oscow dictatorship today, without 
which Russian citizens starve to death. 


Food will be rationed in all parts of 
the world during the time of the Black 
Horse. Cannibalism will doubtless be 
practiced as is now being done in Rus- 
sia. The Soviet plan of controllin 
agriculture, represented by the AA 
and other similar schemes, makes it 

ossible for men on horseback to regu- 
ate farm production at its source. 

By this means, the leaders in Moscow 
have been able to create “man-made 
famines”, and thus keep the people so 
weak they find it impossible to threw 
off the shackles of dictatorship. 


“Hurt not the oil or the wine” prob- 
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ably refers to the fact that the more 
precious and palatable forms of food 
will not even be available in the day3 
when the power of the black beast cov- 
ers the earth like a cloud of thick dark- 
ness. 


The Pale Horse 


“And I looked, and behold a pale 
horse: and his name that sat on him 
was Death, and Hell followed with him. 
And power was given unto them over 
the fourth part of the earth, to kill with 
sword, and with hunger, and with death, 
and with the beasts of the earth.” 


Baxter says: “The rider on the pale 
horse is the personification of death or 
pestilence, and he is accompanied by a 
companion who represents Hades, the 
place of departed —s the world of 
the dead. The prophet Isaiah speaking 
of this latter-day slaughter says: 
‘Therefore Hades hath enlarged herself, 
and opened her mouth without measure; 
and their glory, and their multitude. 
and their pomp, and he that rejoiceth, 
shall descend into it.’ Thus death-deal- 
ing pestilence, reaping with his re- 
morseless sickle a vast harvest of vic- 
tims, is impersonated as going forth in 
conjunction with Hades, the receptacle 
for the disembodied spirits of the dead.” 


The Greek word behind “pale” is 
choloros and means green. This has 
reference to the color of death. A hide- 
ous grinning skeleton is astride the 
Black Horse. 


As famine follows war and revolution. 
so also, death follows famine and pes- 


tilence, 

In this, the final stage of his diaboli- 
cal career, Antichrist is revealed in his 
true character as a demon spirit out of 
Hell—Hades. 


Thus, Hell will literally ride the Black 
Horse. 


“And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless pit, 
whose name in the Hebrew tongue is 
Abaddon, but in the Greek tongue hath 
his name Apollyon.” 


Apollyon-Antichrist is the “Son of 
Perdition” to whom both Christ and 
Paul referred. Words fail and descrip- 
tive powers break down as one tries 
to imagine what the suffering of that 
awful period will be like, when the Son 
of the Pit rules supreme as Satan’s last 
great representative on the earth. 


But there is every indieation in the 
prophetic Scriptures that the true 
Church will be taken out of the earth, 
by the Rapture, before these tribulation 
conditions come upon a disobedient hu- 
manity that has dared to defy God and 
disregard His Son. 


Another White Horse 
The nineteenth chapter of Revelation 
describes another White Horse and Rid- 
er, descending from heaven, to judge 
the nations. 


This passage refers to Jesus Christ, 
Whose coming will put an end to the 
ravaging reign of the Antichrist, after 
which a new world order will be set up 
in _ peace and blessing will fill the 
earth. 








The Triple Cities 


of the Antichrist

THE personal Antichrist will 
control the nations of the 
world through centralized power 
in three cities at the close of this 
age. These cities will be Rome, 
Jerusalem and rebuilt Babylon. 


Rome will be Antichrist’s political 
center, Jerusalem will be his religious 
center, and Babylon will be his com- 
mercial center. 


The Mystery of Babylon 


Among the great mysteries revealed 
in the Word of God is the Mystery of 
Babylon (Rev. 17:5). This mystery 
embodies A TRINITY OF POWERS, 
political, commercial and _ religious. 
These powers will be held in the 
Satanized mental, spiritual and politi- 
cal grasp of the Antichrist and concen- 
— in Rome, Babylon and Jerusa- 
em. 


Mystical Babylon was conceived at 
the Tower of Babel by the Mystery of 
Iniquity when Nimrod solidified the 
earthly political, commercial and re- 
ligious forces in a stupendous world- 
wide effort against God. 

Nimrod: established the first world 
kingdom after the flood. This kingdom 
was short-lived. God broke its power 
by an act of judgment. The earth was 
then divided into hemispheres and con- 
tinents. See Genesis 10:25. 

Nimrod’s devotees were scattered 
abroad; confusion covered the earth. 
Babylon, the great, was shrouded in 


mystery. Deep seated and widespread, 
the Mystery of Iniquity intensified its 
diabolical work. 


Nimrod’s efforts were not altogether 
futile,_-the remnants of his kingdom 
formed the foundation of the Babylon- 
ian empire. Astride the river Euph- 
rates, there arose a mighty city that 
embraced the political, commercial and 
religious world,—Babylon, the great! 
The Mystery of Iniquity entrenched it- 
self in a world system and continued 
to work and expand. 


The handwriting on the wall in 
Belshazzar’s palatial banqueting cham- 
ber declared the fall of Babylon and its 
division.

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the horizon of the Mediterranean. The 
“Beast” lifts his head out of the mili- 
taristic “boot” in the midst of the sea, 
and Mussolini, the Roman-Jew, roars; 
“Caesar! my great inspirer!” “Rome 
must appear as a marvel to all the 
world—vast, ordered, and powerful, as 
it was in the time of the first empire of 
Augustus!” “Give the Italian nation a 
hard but magnificent task, that of ob- 
taining primacy on earth, and in the 
skies.” “Italy, rise to your feet!” 


The modernized Roman empire will 
not only fill the territorial geographic 
boundaries of the ancient Roman empire 
—it will cover the earth. The Medo- 
Persian empire included more territory 
than the Babylonian. The Grecian em- 
pire extended beyond the boundaries of 
the Medo-Persian. Rome _ overflowed 
Greece. Revived Rome will spread out 
over all lands. “And power was given 
him over ali kingdoms, and tongues and 
nations” (Rev. 13:7). 


The Three Cities 


The expansion of the Roman Empire 
will necessitate the enlargement of the 
seat of Mystieal Babylon. The Mystery 
of Iniquity will need more room—a 
world kingdom in the place of the Medi- 
terraneanized Roman empire! — with 
three great cities in place of one. The 
prophetic Scriptures indicate the cities 
to be Rome, Babylon, and Jerusalem. 


The cities of Rome, Jerusalem, and 
Babylon are to be rebuilt. Mussolini is 
rebuilding Rome. The Jews are re- 
. building Jerusalem. Plans are being 
made for the rebuilding of Babylon. 


The City of Rome

Let us make out of Italy a nation with- 
out which it is impossible to conceive 
the future history of humanity.” 


Mussolini has startled the world with 
his building program of rehabilitating 
Rome. The transforming of germ-rid- 
den swamps into productive farms and 
ideal communities; the removal of an- 
cient debris from the historic spots of 
Rome to make the city beautiful; the 
mass-marriage and child-birth move- 
ments to increase the baby crops tor 
future military man-power; the cor- 
porative state with its amalgamation of 
industry and centralized control, are but 
a few of the achievements of the one- 
man government of modern Rome. 


The political seat of Antichrist’s 
world dictatorial government wil! be lo- 
cated in the city of Rome. 


The City of Babylon 


The city of Babylon is to become the 
commercial city of the Antichrist. 
World leaders have long been interested 
in the rebuilding of Babylon on the 
banks of the river Euphrates. 


Plans for this gigantic task were 
made by Napoleon Bonaparte. Kaiser 
Wilhelm visualized Babylon as the car- 
ital of a great empire criaaog. | from 
Bagdad to Berlin. A midwest Sunday 
newspaper devoted a full page to the 
rebuilding of Babylon. The illustrated 
article suggested Babylon as “the in- 
ternational city”, pure white in appear- 
ance, of perfect symmetry, with im- 
mense dimensions and glorious con- 
struction—the world’s most magnificent 
metropolis! 


John on the Isle of Patmos saw in a 
vision the great commercial city of 
Babylon and its fall. The city that 
John saw was not old Babylon, but a 
mew Babylon. The characteristics of 
the fall of ancient Babylon do not coin- 
cide with what John records. 


The destruction of old Babylon was 
not sudden, but gradual. Centuries 
passed during the slow disintegration 
of the once great city. Not so with the 
new Babylon of the Antichrist! God’s 
wrathful judgment will strike the future 
City of Babylon like lightning. She will 


. burst into flame and go up in smoke 


(Isa. 13:19:22). The amazing thing of 
it all is, that within one hour of sixty 
minutes, Babylon will be tee-totally de- 
stroyed—never to rise again. But ac- 
cording to Revelation eighteen, this 
event is to take place in the future. 


The rebuilding of the city of Babylon 
will take place during the Seventieth 
Week of Daniel.

in the anti-religious museum across the 
street’. 


“Through the window I could see the 
monastery church upon which hung a 
sign bearing the word MUSEUM.”

The very essence of the Red Menace 
is opposition to God and the Bible.

5.—In brief, to establish in the United 
States by “force and violence” the same 
kind of regime as was established in 
Russia when the Bolshevist uprising 
under Trotsky and Lenin destroyed the 
Kerensky republican government in 
1917.

“The movement among the soldiers 
and marines spreads. 


“Capitalism is losing its strongest 
weapon, the Army. 


“The police as a rule continue fight- 
ing, but they are soon silenced and 
made to flee by the united revolutionary 
forces of workers and soldiers. 


“The Revolution is victorious. 


“A workers’ revolution was accom- 
plished in Russia in November, 1917, 
when the Soviet Government, which is 
the government of the workers and 
peasants, was established. 


“What is true is that a revolution 
can not win unless the armed forces, 
or at least part of them, join the work- 
ers. 


“But once they join, the workers have 
not only rifles and cannon, but also air- 
=_ and poison gas and battleships to 
fight the bosses. 


“Poison gases are destructive, to be 
sure, but their destructive power can 
be turned also against the old system. 


“‘But this is force and violence,’ 
somebody will contend. 


“We reply to this: First, that if be- 
ing a ‘RED-BLOODED AMERICAN’ 
means anything, it means that you must 
not take punishment lying down, that 
you must offer resistance; Secondiy, 
that it is not the workers but the cap- 
italists and their state that start the 
use of force and violence.... 


“Force and violence are the very es- 
sence of the state.... 


“Having crushed the capitalist state, 
the social revolution, acting through 
armed workers and soldiers, will estab- 
lish the Soviet state as the instrument 
of the workers’ and poor farmers’ pow- 
er. 


“This means that the Soviet State 
must be ruthless; it must destroy the 
counter-revolutionary forces—the quick- 


er the better for the workers and for 
the future of mankind. 


“That is why the Soviet state is 
named dictatorship of the proletariat.

The Great Pyramid and the Jews

AFTER devoting more than 
thirty years to a study of the 
Great Pyramid of Egypt, at the 
same time serving as a minister 
of the Gospel, I do not hesitate to 
urge all Bible Christians to ex- 
amine the scientific, Scriptural 
and prophetic facts which this 
document in stone reveals. 


If some cults are misusing these 
truths, this is the more reason why 
fundamental believers should inform 
themselves concerning the subject. 


It has been demonstrated that the 
Pyramid and the Word of God, har- 
monizes at many vital points. This 
does not imply that the Miracle in 
Store can be substituted for the Bible, 
but it does mean that the ancients were 
groping for God and that they posses- 
sed a degree of light through divine 
revelation. 


The wisdom revealed in the arrange- 
ment of the stones and passageways of 
the Pyramid shows that its builders 
(members of the priestly order of 
Melchizedek), were guided by a super- 
natural hand. 


Last month, I called attention to the 
fact that in order -to understand the 
structure and interpret the meaning of 
its passageways correctly, one must 
use the Biblical unit of measurement— 
the Pyramid inch and cubit. 


I said: “No scientist using the 


atheistic metric-system can get any- 
where in unveiling the Pyramid’s mes- 
sage to the ‘wise men’ of today.” 


Mysteries Unveiled 


In a remarkable way the symbolism 
of the Great Pyramid harmonizes with 
the revelation of “the mysteries”, un- 
veiled in the New Testament. The 
Scriptures unfold eleven of these 
mysteries. Five of them hid “from the 
beginning of the world”, were also 
represented as being by the Great 
eget I shall mention but two of 
them. 


The first mystery is that of the call- 
ing out of the Body of Christ, His 
spiritual Church, from among the 
Gentiles. The second mystery is the 
setting aside of the Jews, throughout 
this dispensation of Grace. These 
mysteries are symbolized at the begin- 


ning of the Pyramid’s Grand Gallery. 


The floor of the Ascending Passage, 
which represents the Dispensation of 
Law, ends at the precise year-date indi- 
cating 42 A. D. This fact is discovered 
by measuring according to the Pyramid 
inch. The year 42 A.D. was the year 
in which the first organized, Gentile 
church was instituted at Antioch, where 
the disciples of our Lord were first 
called “Christians.” Here, the Holy 
Spirit “separated Paul and Barnabas” 
for the beginning of their ministry to 
the Gentiles. 


_ At the very point where this date is 
indicated, the floor of the Ascending 
Passage ends and abruptly changes to 
the horizontal. On the same floor level, 
just beyond, is the doorway to the low 
passage leading to the Queen’s Cham- 
ber which, to all Pyramid students, 
symbolizes God’s dealings with the 
Jews during this dispensation. 

The Great Pyramid represents these 
mysteries as veiled, in that originally, 
a thin stone slab continued the floor- 
line, completely hiding the horizontal

floor and the entrance to the Queen's 
Chamber. In the Chamber, the venti- 
lator tubes were covered by a thin 
layer of un-cut stone. This left the 
Chamber without fresh air, and made 
investigation very difficult. Then came 
the unveiling. The floor-slab was 
broken. The ventilators were discover- 
ed. Then, the meaning of this mystery 
was disclosed. 


The Jews 


Throughout this part of the 
Pyramid’s passages, there are several 
series of sevens. This sabbatical 
symbolism is seen to relate to the Jews. 
With the break in the floor, giving the 
exact date of the beginning of the 
Gentile Church, the spiritual ascent of 
the Jews ceased. They had crucifiea 
their Messiah. They refused to repent 
under the preaching of Peter and of 
Stephen. Their rulers led the nation 
into complete apostasy. This was fore- 
seen in the Scriptures and startlingly 
portrayed, here, in the Pyramid. Then 
their nation and city were destroyed 
=r were scattered throughout the 
world, 


The Horizontal Passage is very low 
for six-sevenths of its length, then, 
suddenly its floor drops just three- 
times-seven inches, so that a man of 
average height may stand erect. ‘The 
symbolism is illuminating. It repre- 
sents the Jews coming to the end ot 
spiritual progress, but continuing un- 
der oppression for six-sevenths of the 
period during which the Christian 
nations made progress upward. Then, 
the Jews gained larger liberty and ex- 
perienced great prosperity and rose to 
places of power and leadership in the 
world. But, the Pyramid symbolizes 
the fact that these advantages were 
gained by a step down spiritually and 
morally. 


The time-factor indicates the period 
when many of the Jews turned from 
the orthodox faith to “Reformed 
Judaism”. Many renounced their 
ancient faith entirely and went over 
to materialistic philosophies, or became 
avowed atheists. From the latter group 
have come the “isms” that now vex 
the world, Communism being the worst. 


These are mainly attempts, by 
apostate Jews, to regain the “King- 
dom” promised to their fathers in spite 
of their rejection by Yahwe, their Je- 
hovah. Right here is the true expla- 
nation of the origin of the world’s 
present troubles. This will be clearly 
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seen by all mankind within the next 
few years. Argument is useless. Time 
will prove the truth of God’s Word and 
of the Pyramid’s symbolism relating to 
the Jews. 


Rise of Communism 


The Jews are fighting every refer- 
ence to their guilt in rejecting their 
Messiah. Some Christian leaders, mis- 
takenly, are trying to salve their feel- 
ings and are playing into their hands 
as the Jews try to cover the machi- 
nations of those who are responsible 
for conditions in Russia, Mexico and 
many other countries, until their plans 
are far enough advanced for their 
world coup d’ etat. The writer is posi- 
tively convinced that these things will 
be uncovered by the hand of God, Him- 
self, within the next decade. Few will 
believe this, but it is the TRUTH. The 
Great Pyramid’s symbolism is unmis- 
takable in this remarkable unveiling. 


At the farther wall of the Queen’s 
Chamber, progress on the lower level 
is halted. To proceed, one must turn to 
the west. At the exact point where the 
floor meets this end-wall, is indicated 
the date January 18, 1918 according to 
the Pyramid inch. On that day the step 
was taken which ended the Russian 
Republic and ushered in the Soviet 
Jewish regime with all its horrors and 
portents for the world. 


The Jews do not know it, but the 
Pyramid’s symbolism indicates that 
this step is the beginning of the end 
for them, and will result, eventually, in 
that time of judgment to come upon 
them as a people, known in Prophecy, 
as “the time of Jacob’s trouble.” Those 
who are trying to befriend the Jews 
would better prove that friendship by 
warning them that this time draws 
nigh, and by using their influence with 
the Jews to secure their withdrawal 
from doubtful prominence and partici- 
pation in evil pclitical affairs. 


That a time of great trouble and 
tribulation awaits them is unmistakab- 
ly proclaimed both by the Prophetic 
Word and by the Great Pyramid. The 
true friends of the Jews will not con- 
done those among them who are bring- 
ing their whole race into condemnation 
and judgment. Instead, they will turn 
on the. light. However, as a people, still 
set aside and blinded, they will not be- 
lieve, nor be profited by such a warn- 
ing message. 


Next September 


The west wall of the Queen’s Cham- 
ber gives a measurement needed to 
bring the date-line up to September 16, 
1936, indicated at the threshold of the 
Kings Chamber. That date is the last 
day of the Jewish year. It is the eve 
of Jewish New Year and of the “Feast 
of Trumpets.” 

This date has the very highest 
significance for the Gentile world. We 
look for tremendous events to make 
their appearing. These events will ve 
as important as any in Hebrew history. 
They will hold profound significance 
for all Christendom. 

The writer expects startling events 
during 1936, leading up to, and pre- 
paring for, that date. On September 
17,1936, we expect a turning point in 
Jewish history as important as their 
setting aside at the beginning of this 
dispensation. The year 1917 saw the de- 
liverance of Jerusalem and Palestine 
the Ottoman dominion. 


Immediately, the Jews began to re- 
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turn to their homeland. This was ap- 
proximately 2520 years after Nebu- 
chadnezzar began their captivity by 
carrying the princes of Judah into 
captivity. Nineteen years later, Jerusa- 
lem was destroyed and all Judah was 
carried away to Babylon. If the full- 
rounded period since the beginning of 
the captivity fell in 1917, then nineteen 
years later, or in 1936, signal steps 
should be manifest in behalf of their 
complete restoration as a nation. 


We look for such an event, of first 
magnitude, during the period Septem- 
ber 15-17, 1936. If such proves to be 
true for the Jews, then, those dates 
will possess profound significance for 
Christendom, Gentile civilization, and 
the Church. 

A Jewish Remnant 

Set deeply into the face of the west 
wall of the Queen’s Chamber is a niche, 
or closet-shaped opening. It signifies 
that a select company may go further 
under spiritual direction. 

The Chamber is called the “Chamber 
of the New Birth.” It speaks of a 
spiritual awakening among the Jews. 
This will be but a partial regeneration. 
That is, only a selected company will 
be called out. The writer associates this 
symbolism with the calling out and 
sealing of the 144,000 from all tribes 
of Israel, with the exception of the 
tribe of Dan. We believe the tribe of 
Dan will come to special judgment, be- 
cause of special iniquity. This will be- 
come evident in due season. 

It must be remembered that the 
Jews, as a nation, will not be convert- 
ed during this dispensation. Since they 


a their Messiah, they have found 
salvation only as individuals and on the 
same basis as Gentiles, by believing on, 
and receiving as their Savior, Him, Who 
died on the Cross. Their identification 
with the Jews ceases when they so be- 
lieve. The Jews see to it that their re- 
latives, who accept Christ, are rejected 
as effectively, as they were rejected, 
when they crucified Him. 


The Jews, as a people and nation, 
will be converted by the personal ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ, at His Second 
Coming. St. Paul, alone, was so con- 
verted, by seeing the glorified Christ, 
enthroned with power. Paul said: “I 
was converted as one born before his 
time.” That is true. He was forced to 
believe, while still apostate, and an 
enemy of Christ. Thus it will be with 
the Jews. They will be forced to be- 
lieve when “they see Him whom they 
pierced and mourn for Him as a 
mother mourneth for her children.” 
That time draws near! 

The writer can only hint at the 
momentous character of the events 
likely to startle the world around the 
date, September 15-17, 1936. He may 
be wrong, but several prophetic sources, 
which he has found reliable, so strong- 
ly point to those dates that he will be 
astonished if they do not bring events 
which will change human history as 
effectively as did the call of Moses and 
the Exodus of Israel, and of a magni- 
tude which marked the beginning of 
the Gentile Church and the setting 
aside of the Jewish nation.

Archaeology and the Bible

is discussing profound subjects in language a 
child can understand.

“HEAVEN and earth shall pass 
away, but my word shall not 


The present Protestant world is 
divided into two more or less hostile 
camps: (1) the Fundamentalists: (2) 
the Modernists. This division has caus- 
ed a great deal of confusion, not to say 
the un-orientation of faith for many. 
It also has caused untold numbers of 
young people to lose both compass and 
rudder in spiritual affairs; it has 
caused them to drift hopelessly upon 
the chartless sea of agnosticism and 
atheism. 


But this division of the church into 
these two schools is not a sudden or 
unexpected development; it is an hered- 
ity transmission from the generations 
that have gone before. 


Adverse critics have worked diligent- 
ly through the years to tear the Bible 
to shreds. They proceeded to make it 
a collection of fairy tales, folk-lore 
sagas, and bed-time stories with a ht- 
tle history, philosophy and_ ethics 


thrown in for good measure. The so- 


called Higher Critics arrived at the 
point where their wildest theories and 
speculations were stated as facts based 
upon their own authority without one 
iota of proof. 


This destructive tendency reached a 
stage where it required more credulity 
to believe the fancies of the critics than 
to believe the most obscure passages of 
the Bible. But these imaginings took 
hold upon the public mind, and it be- 
came “fashionable” among students to 
take the pose of sophisticatign, and as- 
sume a very learned attitude. 

When the writer was a young college 
student, it began to look as if the Bible 
was destined to be relegated to the 
Museum shelves as a relic of a litera- 
ture that no longer had any influence 
upon present day thought or life. 

But God was not to be dethroned! 
Then Satan employed other modes of 
attack. 

His latest attempt is “The Shorter 


Bible”, or an effort to arrange the 
Book in the order that the “critics” 
think it should be. This, of course, is 
just another endeavor te place the 
Word of God on the level with ordinary 
literature, and deprive it of super- 
natural inspiration. Of course this as- 
sault is only a short cut toward the 
denial of the divinity of Jesus; the 
denial of the resurrection of His body; 
the denial of miracles, and all that go 
to make the Bible such as it has been 
accepted, since its canonization. 


A New Science Appears 


When it seemed that the enemies and 
adverse critics were about to win the 
argument, a new field of science was 
opened to support Christian believers— 
ARCHAEOLOGY, the youngest of ail 
the family of sciences. 


In 1902 Dr. F. W. Kelsey, of the 
University of Michigan, read a paper 
before the Classical Association, in 
which he reached the conclusion that 
Archaeology was not a science. But the 
good Doctor lived to see the day when 
he was compelled to change his nega- 
tive to an affirmative assertion. He 
himself was a great factor in making 
the baby of the family a_ stalwart 
youngster, and an exact science, for 
that is its status to-day. 


The field of Biblical Archaeology was 
opened up for the first time, or rather 
rendered possible, with the discovery of 
the tri-lingual text that made it possi- 
ble to decipher the Egyptian hierogly- 
phics. Thus a vast field of research was 
placed at the disposal of God’s people.

Then came the translation of the 
Behistun Inscription which revealed to 
scholars the treasures of the cuneiform 
literature. By this means, two lost and 
difficult languages were recovered, and 
scholars were soon reading them with 
almost the ease of Latin or Classical 
Greek. 


Still another “lost” language and 
literature, the Hittite, was to be re- 
covered, thanks to that grand old 
scholar, Prof. A. H. Sayce. With one 
leap this people whom educators had 
long considered just another “ite”, rose 
full grown to take their place as one 
of the four great monarchies of antiq- 
uity. Thus armed, the scholars who 
were interested in maintaining the av- 
thenticity of the Bible were prepared 
ya the long battle that was to follow. 

inguists and Philologists were soon 
busy within their province. But it re- 
mained for the true archaeologist to 
formulate his plan of operation. 


Starting to Work 


This came in 1865 in the person of 
the Duke of Argyle of England, who 
organized The Palestine Exploration 
Fund, but with no definite objective. 
The next year it was taken over by 
that Grand Lady, Queen Victoria, and 
things began to move. 


Excavations were planned for the 
different Bible Lands—we must under- 
stand “Bible lands’ meant more than 
Palestine. Included within the scope of 
these two words is Egypt, Syria, 
Mesopotamia, Asia Minor, the isles of 
the Aegean, even Greece, Italy, Spain, 
and England. Such is the area over 
which the archaeologist must work in 
search of facts relating to the Bible. 


About the first thing the Fund did 
was to make a topographical survey of 
Palestine, then model a relief map. 
This was used, and still is, as the “key” 
to sites for excavation. 


Let us get a definite notion of the 
size of Palestine. Most of us have been 
born in the land of great open spaces— 
America, where distances are great, 
and we think in terms of large areas. 
Then, when we visit the Holy Land for 
the first time, we are sadly disappoint- 
ed. Some are so keenly disappointed 
after making a cursory observation 
that they wish they had never visited 
the land of our Saviour. 


From the most northern point of 
Palestine to the most southern point on 
the river of Egypt (not the Nile, but 
the river that forms the boundary be- 
tween the two countries) is only 165 
miles; the average width from the 
Mediterranean Sea to the Jordan River 
is less than 50 miles. The total area is 
only about 9,000 square miles. The 
major portion of this area is semi-arid, 
and cannot support a dense population. 


Facts About the Holy Land 


When we think about the word “city” 
in connection with Palestine, we must 
not form the mental picture that we 
usually conjure when we speak of Euro- 
pean or American cities. No such city 
existed in this land with the possible 
exception of Jerusalem in its later 
history between the death of Augustus 
and its destruction by Titus in 70 A. D. 
We must bear these little cautions in 
mind as we study the land that was 





the home of Jesus. 


Neither do we find the immense 
structures of architecture that we find 
in the Valley of the Nile, or on the 
plains of Mesopotamia; neither do we 
find the great treasures of art, and 
literature that we find in the other 
mentioned lands. The reason for this 
is easily seen. Palestine was always a 
buffer state between the great Empires 
of the East and Egypt. It was a sort 
of “no man’s land” which was always 
open to plunder by the ever moving 
and contending armies of the great 
empires. 

Therefore, if anything of great value 
was developed, it was carried away, 
and was to be found far from its original 
home. Only that remained in Palestine 
which nobody wanted, or was so large 
that it could not be transported from 
the country. But even the size of ob- 
jects did not prevent Augustus from 
moving some of the largest objects in 
Egypt. He transported two of the 
Obelisks now in the city of Rome from 
the banks of the Nile. This gives us an 
explanation, in a general way, why so 
few facts are to be found in Pales- 
tine, but always elsewhere, from the 
sands of Egypt to the banks of the 
Thames in England. 


Palestine is said to be “poor in 
artifacts,” but the reason has been 
stated. Yet when an artifact is found 
anywhere, it is the duty of the 
archaeologist to project it back into its 
original setting. Some times this task 
is easy, other times it is difficult, and 
frequently can not be done at all un- 
til further discoveries are made. 


New Light On Moses 


It was the favorite pastime of ad- 
verse critics in former days to attack 
the evangelical Christian upon certain 
statements of the Old Testament. The 
life of Moses was one of the most 
favored point of this attack. Like the 
age-old question: “Where did Cain get 
his wife?”, the favorite questions re- 
— Moses were: “Who was the 

haraoh’s daughter; who was the 
Pharaoh of the Oppression, and who 
was the Pharaoh of the Exodus?” 


Finally a man arose who destined to 
answer these and many other suppos- 
edly unanswerable questions. That man 
was Sir Flinders Petrie, who began his 
epoch-making work in Egypt in 1880. 
And the marvelous thing is that he is 
still active and making new discoveries 
almost every day. 


Sir Flinders set to work to trace 
archaeologically the path of the 
Exodus, 7. e. he laid the foundation up- 
on which later scholars were to work, 
especially Prof. Naville who is responsi- 
ble for great achievements in Egypt 
along Biblical lines. Dr. Petrie, how- 
ever, had more to do with confirming 
certain phases of the life of Moses than 
with the tracing of the route of the 
Exodus. 

In 1798 two French savants dis- 
covered a tomb which was identified 
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at the time as belonging to Queen 
Hatshepsut, the Victoria of Egypt. The 
Egyptian Exploration Fund considered 
that it had completed the work of ex- 
cavation of both tomb and temple by 
1908. But it was mistaken. 


In 1928 further and astounding dis- 
coveries were made. We now know as 
much historically concerning Queen 
Hatshepsut and her reign as we do 
about that of Queen Elizabeth of Eng- 
land; for there, upon the walls of her 
tomb, and in and around her temple, 1s 
the written history of her life and 
reign, her major experiences during the 
course of her administration. 


Human nature has not changed any 
since that time. We have the same 
selfishness, ambition, plotting for place 
and position, the same diplomatic dif- 
ficulties, in fact the same everything 
that we are encountering today in 
world affairs. 


But the great point of interest to the 
Bible student is the fact that this Queen 
was the one who rescued Moses from 
the waters of the Nile. At that time, 
however, she was not the Queen, but 
merely the Pharaoh’s daughter, with 
little hope of ever occupying a higher 
station in life. 


Here we find recorded the story of 
the childhood of Moses as set forth in 
the chapters of Exodus, with such ex- 
actness, that it almost seems the He- 
brew account is a translation of the 
hieroglyphic text. In this connection, it 
must be remembered that Moses Was 
reared in the palace of the Pharaoh, 
that he was trained in the universities 
of the country, and was, to °" intents 
and purposes, an Egyptian, — pt that 
he was born a Semite. 


He could read and write the hiero- 
glyphics, probably the hieratic (Egyp- 
tian shorthand), was versed in all the 
learning of the Egyptians from every 
view-point. Further, IF MOSES HAD 
NOT TAKEN UP THE QUARREL 
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CONCERNING HIS RACE-COMRADE, 
HE WOULD HAVE BECOME THE 
REIGNING PHARAOH OF EGYPT, 
for the Pharaoh whom Queen Hatshep- 
sut succeeded left no male heir; there- 
fore, she, under the ise of a man, 
mounted the throne and proclaimed her- 
self “Pharaoh”. Moses was her adopted 
son, legally so, and he should have suc- 
ceeded her on the throne. But he did 
not. He performed a far greater serv- 
ice that will live as long as man in- 
habits this globe. 

The records made in the temple and 
tomb were inscribed before the Queen’s 
death and under her direct supervision. 
The record is correct and not “padded” 
as is sometimes the case with monarch- 
al records. 


Important Discovery 


Knowing the scholarship of Moses, 
are we to suppose that he did not carry 


with him from Egypt at least a copy of~* 


the records that he had often read in 
the tomb of his adopted mother? To 
say that he did not do so would be al- 
most unthinkable. When he set him- 
self to the task of writing the Penta- 
teuch he had not only his Egyptian rec- 
ords, but also the records carried into 
Palestine by his great ancestor, Abra- 
ham, 400 years before; for we have con- 
firmation that Abraham took with him 
cuneiform records of his family in Ur. 

We know that he had such records for 
one of his contracts signed by his own 
hand has been discovered in the city 
of Ur. Do not be surprised at that! 


Even more marvelous things have been 


discovered regarding Moses. 


Petrie went into the peninsula cf 
Sinai to excavate in the vicinity of the 
Egyptian copper mines in the southern 
end along the traditional route of the 
Exodus, and there made another very 
great discovery. 


A small Egyptian temple was exca- 
vated. The temple itself was not ex- 
traordinary in its architecture; but thé 
altar attracted special attention. The 
panels, four in number, of the altar lay 
in hundreds of fragments at the base. 


Petrie attempted to restore this “jig 
saw” puzzle. He finally succeeded. 
But upon examination of the inscrip- 
tions, he was unable to decipher them. 
They were sent to England to be ex- 
amined by other specialists. The re- 
sults proved that these inscriptions 
were written in the oldest form of He- 
brew known. They further proved that 
Moses had at one time been a priest 
(High Priest) of this temple. 


The investigators and translators are 
of the opinion that these inscriptions 
were written by the hand of Moses him- 
self. They substantially relate the 
same things that are written on the 
walls of the tomb of Queen Hatshepsut. 
Moses had been appointed to the posi- 
tion of priest in this temple by the 
Queen. 


Thus the statements in the book of 
Exodus are confirmed, explained, and 
illuminated by archaeology! Another 
point of attack must be wiped off the 
calendar of the adverse critics. 








Antichrist And Armageddon

plains shall be burdened with the 
tramp of the numberless feet of 
the gathering of the united ar- 
mies of the world. 


There, under the respective and final 
rulers of the hosts of righteousness 
and of iniquity at their best and worst, 
the mighty armies shall clash while 
heaven and earth eagerly await the 
outcome. 


Jesus Christ, the Son of Man, the 
Son of God, shall lead the heavenly ar- 
mies, while the Beast, the Man of Sin, 
the Son of Satan, and the combined 
armies of this world, shall be assemb- 
led on the opposition.- All former his- 
toric battles and wars, of this war-torn 
world, will fade into insignificance 
when compared with the terrible car- 
nage that will end this dispensation. 


The Battlefield 


God’s Word is clear and concise, es- 
pecially in vital particulars. In the 
plains of Megiddo (from whence the 
name Armageddon), near Jerusalem, 
where it is believed Joshua commanded 
the sun and moon to stand still, where 
many historic Old Testament battles 
have raged, there shall be gathered for 
the greatest of all battles the assembled 
and united armies of the earth pitted 


against the invincible armies of heav- 
en. . 

Revelation 19:11 prophetically 
states: “And I saw heaven opened,” 
and continuing through to verse 21, we 
have a description of Jesus Christ 
coming forth, in the heavens, with all 
the saints. Another gem of Scripture 
says: “The Lord, my God, shall come 
and all the saints with thee.” Else- 
where we read: “With myriads of 
saints”, and again: “The armies which 
were in heaven” — undoubtedly the 
glorified Christians are coming with 
Jesus, when he returns to this earth. 


Continuing to verse 19 of this chap- 
ter we read: “And I saw the Beast 


(Man of Sin, whose number is 666) 
and the kings of the earth, and their 
armies, gathered together to make war 
against him that sat on the horse, and 
against his army.” 

Following the capture of Jerusalem 
(which is expected in the near future) 
comes the literal fulfillment of Reveia- 
tion 16:16: “And he gathered them 
together in a place called ... Arma- 
geddon.” These armies from all na- 
tions (Zech. 14:2) are combined into 
one gigantic host under the command 
of the vile Beast. 


The Man of Sin — 666 


In Revelation 13:18 the number of 
this leader is 666. A beast of a man. 
Ezekiel 28:3 describes him as being 
“Wiser than Daniel ... no secret can 
they hide from thee!” The Devil gives

him “His power, his seat and great 
authority.” When God’s restraining 
grace is taken from the earth, at the 
time the Christians are caught away, 
this man will receive great power, to 
be exercised during the last seven 
years, just preceding the thousand 
years reign of peace on the earth. 


Let us note several lines of proof 
substantiating the fact that this Super- 
man is to be a resurrected man, having 
a body of such nature that it cannot 
be destroyed—the same kind of body 
as the wicked will have when they are 
resurrected at the final resurrection, 
to stand before God. (Rev. 20:12-15). 


Note first the superhuman charac- 
teristics of this creature: He is 
wounded to death and his deadly 
wound was healed (Rev. 13:3). He 
ascends out of the bottomless pit; he 
was, and is not, and yet is (Rev. 17:8). 
Carefully note these words. Do not 
ignore them. Again take notice, “HE 
WAS—and IS NOT—and YET IS” — 
He lived—he died—and he lives again. 


Further note the seven kings! (Rev. 
17:10) The Roman Empire, which was 
the sixth great world empire, is now 
being revived, and will become the 
seventh grand Empire of the world. 
Mussolini is today engaged in this very 
work of resurrecting the old Roman 
Empire. 

The Man of Sin “is the eighth” and 
is evidently the last of the seven kings. 
The wording of Scripture here leads to 
the conclusion that this Man of Sin is 
the seventh king. He is killed, brought 
back to life again — resurrected, and 
thus becomes the eighth. 


Then particularly note that the two 
witnesses (probably Moses and Elijah) 
though killing with fire any enemy 
coming against them (Rev. 11:3-7), 
cannot kill the Man of Sin. He has a 
resurrected body which cannot be 
killed; moreover, he kills the two wit- 
nesses. 


And lastly, when the battle of Ar- 
mageddon is fought (Rev. 19:19-20) 
carefully note the injunction of the one 
word—“alive”. Jesus Christ takes the 
Man of Sin and casts him alive into 
the lake of fire while the soldiers who 
constitute the army of the Beast, are 
slain. These soldiers, unlike the Beast, 
are plain ordinary human beings. 


In the period of time following the 
thousand years of peace (Rev. 20:10), 
the Devil is cast into the lake of fire, 
“where the beast and the false prophet 
are.” Obviously, cast into the lake of 
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fire more than a thousand years pre- 
viously, they were still there, having 
not been annihilated. 


Further Characteristics of this Man 


He is a man whose number is 666, 
“Tt is the number of the man” (Rev. 
13:18). He is to appear on the scene 
when the restraining grace of God is 
taken away—‘He who now restraineth 
will restrain until he be taken out of 
the way, and then shall that lawless 
(one) be revealed.” He, it seems, is the 
Devil’s son, as Jesus Christ is the Son 
of God. He is also called “The Son of 
Perdition”. 

The prophet Daniel’s description of 
this remarkable character reveals the 
following: He will have remarkable 
eyes (several times referred to) and 
voice. He will speak “with the voice 
of great words”. He will employ “a 


voice speaking great things”. He will - 


have eyes like the eyes of a man— 
“whose look is more stout than his 
fellows”. He shall “speak great words 
against the Most High”. 


As you read this description, think 
of Benito Mussolini and carefully com- 
pare the two, noting the striking simi- 
larity. Is there not at least a possi- 
bility that Mussolini may later become 
king and be killed and resurrected and 
prove to be this man? 


And Again 

We read in Daniel 8:28, he is to be, 
“A king of fierce countenance and un- 
derstanding dark sentences.” In anoth- 
er chapter he is spoken of as “a vile 
person” “a blasphemer” who “shall 
come in peaceably and obtain the king- 
dom by flatteries’; and further, he 
“shall do according to his will’ and he 
“shall exalt himself and magnify him- 
self above every God” and “shall speak 
marvelous things against the God ot 
gods”—“neither shall he regard the 
God of his fathers nor thé desire of 
women, nor regard any God: for he 
shall magnify himself above all.” 


Mussolini has many, if not all, of 
these earmarks (according to a number 
of writers of note). The Devil gives 
him “his power, and his seat and great 
authority” and also “there was given 
unto him a mouth speaking great 
things and blasphemies” and a later 
prophet declares “he opened his mouth 
in blasphemy against God, to blas- 
pheme His name, and His tabernacle, 
and them that dwell in heaven.” 


Ezekiel tells us that the Man of Sin 
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actually makes this statement concern- 
ing himself: “I am a God, I sit in the 
seat of God”. (Ezekiel 28:2); where- 
upon God, the Almighty says of him: 
“Yet thou art a man, and not God, 
though thou set thine heart as tlie 
heart of God. Behold thou art wiser 
than Daniel; there is no secret that 
they can hide from thee.” 


Nevertheless God says: “Thou shalt 
be a man and no God, in the hand of 
Him that slayeth thee” (also compare 
{I Thes. 2:4). “So that: he as God sit- 
teth in the temple of God showing him- 
self that he is God.” 


This Superman causes craft to pros- 
per, destroys the holy people, and 
makes a covenant with the Jews for 
one week—Daniel’s week, a period of 
seven years. Precisely in the middle 
of this period he breaks this covenant 
and exactly at this time, the Devil is 
cast down to earth (Rev. 12:7-9) and 
the Man of Sin receives special power 
directly from Satan. 


The prophet Daniel further states 
that he conquers Egypt and thus pro- 
cures gold and treasures to finance his 
campaigns (Daniel 11:42,43). He con- 
tinues for three and a half years suc- 
cessfully waging war and finally cap- 
tures Palestine. 


At his command all the people of 
the earth must receive a certain mark 
— 666 — and unless they accept 11, 
they cannot buy or sell (Rev. 13:16, 
17). When finally his statue is erect- 
ed in the holy place in Jerusalem, all 
who refuse to worship him are put to 
death. By means of television the 
picture of this image, many believe, 
will be flashed to all parts of the 
earth, and the awful command will be 
given to worship the image of the 
Beast or be beheaded — Rev. 18:15. 


Angels will Preach 


God at this juncture warns the peo- 
ple of the earth. God’s angels preach 
“with a loud voice” “to every kindred 
and tongue and people,” warning 
everyone not to receive the mark nor 
to worship the Beast, lest God’s wrath 
come upon them. 


Some are faithful to God, rejecting 
the mark, and, refusing to worship 
the Beast, are put to death (Rev. 6: 
9-11). To them this Scripture ap- 
plies: “Blessed are the dead which die 
in the Lord henceforth.” Later a 
scene in heaven reveals those “that 
had gotten the victory over the beast, 
and over his image, and over his 
mark.” Rev. 15:2. 


Massing the Armies 


After three and a half years of suc- 
cessful warfare, the Man of Sin com- 
pletes his triumphant campaigns. It 
seems that after a union of his forces 
with those of the North, Gog and Ma- 
gog, the capture of Jerusalem soon 
follows. ‘The combined armies of the 
whole earth, it would seem, are now 
finally under this one man’s command 
(Zech. 14). What a mammoth army 
CEES UEU TERS SE 
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—undoubtedly tens of millions of men! 


Gog and Magog fight under the 
banner of the Devil after the thousand 
years Millennium, but Gog and Magog, 
before the Millennium are also fight- 
ing under the banner of the Beast. 


Now, please believe the Bible: Ze- 
chariah 14:2 reads: “I will gather all 
nations,” the combined forces of all 
the nations, against Jerusalem to 
battle; and the city shall be taken. 
and the houses rifled and the women 
ravished; and “half of the city shall 
go forth into captivity, and the residue 
of the people shall not be cut off from 
the city.” 


It seems that at this juncture, a 
nation shall be born in a day. (Isaian 
66:7-10). The few remaining Jews are 
converted by the divine revelation 
from God. They look up suddenly and 
see Christ coming. (Zech. 13:6, 8, 9 and 
Zech. 12:10-14) God now pours upon 
them the spirit of supplication... 
“They look upon Him whom they 
pierced”, 

God says: “They shall call on my 
name and will hear them. I 
will say, it is my people, and 
they shall say, the Lord is my God. 
And one shall say unto Him, what are 
these wounds in thine hands? Then 
shall He answer, Those with which I 
was wounded in the house of my 
friends.” In heaven Zion travailed 
(Isaiah 66:7-10) without pains and on 
earth, in a day, a nation is born. The 
Jews will at last accept Jesus as their 
Messiah. 


Then Shall the Lord Go Forth and 
. Fight 


“Why do the nations tumultuously 
assemble and the people imagine a 
vain thing? (Revised Version and 
margin, Psalms 2). The kings of the 
earth set themselves and the rulers 
take counsel together against the Lord. 
.. saying: “Let us break their bands 
asunder and cast away their cords 
from us. He that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh.” 


Here pause and think for a moment 
—get the picture. When Jesus Christ 
and His armies on their way down to 
earth, the Beast, the False Prophet, 
and also Gog and the kings of the 
earth with their armies of tens of mil- 
lions of blasphemous soldiers, defiant- 
ly look up. and prepare for battle 
against the heavenly army. 


Filled with the awful sin of pre- 
sumption on a grand scale, never be- 
fore equalled, both the soldiers and 
their leaders, having such great confi- 
dence in the resurrected Man—the 
miracle working Man whom no one can 
kill—will really believe that a success- 
ful fight against the heavenly army 
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can be fought. 


“He that sitteth in the heavens shall 
laugh”. (Psalms 2:4) Think of human 
beings heey so presumptuous as to 
cause the Almighty to laugh. “Then 
shall He speak to them in His wrath 
and vex them in His sore displeasure.” 


The heavenly army of saints, we 
Christians constituting that army in 
our radiant glorified bodies, fashioned 
like unto His glorious image glistering 
with beauty (the word glistering, an 
old English word) the same word used 
to describe Jesus when in His glorified 
body on the mount of transfiguration 
and also to describe diamonds, rubies 
and sparkling precious stones—we, in 
glorified bodies, shall simply look on. 


Christ and .Antichrist will fight the 
closing battle of the age. 


Disposal of the Beast and False 
Prophet 


“And the Beast was taken (Rev. 19: 
20-21) and with him the False Prophet 
that wrought miracles before him, with 
which he deceived them that had re- 
ceived the mark of the beast and them 
that worshipped his image. These were

Ezekiel tells us, following the un- 
precedented slaughter and the over- 
whelming defeat and the disposal of 
the Beast and the False Prophet with 
their armies, seven months will be re- 
quired for the gigantic task of burying 
the bodies of the slain warriors. 


God’s- wondrous sequel to these 
mighty events—the Devil is chained 
and bound for a thousand years, cast 
into the bottomless pit and shut up 
with a seal set upon him; then there 
follows a thousand years of peace of 
which Zechariah (14:9) says: “And the 
Lord shall be king over all the earth 
in that day....” 


Indeed—the mighty battle of Arm- 
ageddon has been fought; the Beast 
the Son of Satan, is defeated and cast 
into the lake of fire, the Devil is chain- 
ed and the long-heralded Millennium 
_ come. “Amen. Even so, come Lord 

esus.”

God's Program

“KNOWN unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of 
the world”. Acts 15:18. 


Has God a program? Has he made it 
known to men? A program is “a pre- 
arranged plan of doing things”. Has 
God a prearranged way of doing 
things? He certainly has! 


The text quoted above teaches that 
he has, nature teaches it by the uni- 
formity of its laws, and the Bible teach- 
es it. God knows all his works from 
the beginning of time because he has 
prearranged them, yet so as not to in- 
terfere with the free agency of man. 
God has a program. 


Has he made it known to man? He 
has within certain limitations. In the 
Bible, which is.a revelation from God, 
we have at least an outline of God’s 
program. The great features of the 
program stand out clearly so that we 
may know the origin of the universe, 
and more particularly the origin of the 
world in which we live and the human 
race of which we are members. 


We may also know within certain 
limitations the history and destiny of 
the world and of the human race which 
inhabits it. The word translated 
“world” in the above text does not mean 
world in the sense of the material earth 
as when we say, “the world is round”; 
and it does not mean world in the sense 
of the people who live on the earth, as 
when we say, “the world is at war”. 


But it means “age”—age in the sense 
of a period of time. God’s works are 


known to him from the beginning of 


time to the end of time. Time and 
space have no real existence, but only 
a relative existence. With God they do 
not exist at all. 


This was taught in the Bible thou~ 


sands of years ago. Incidentally it has 
been — by science in the last quar- 
ter of a century in what is known as 
“the Einstein theory of relativity’. 

Scientists have quite frequently been 
a thousand or more years behind, in 
teaching scientific truths mentioned in 
the Bible. 


Lucifer’s Fall 
Now with these introductory state- 
ments before us let us begin the study 
of God’s program as far as He has re- 
vealed it to us in the Bible. 


It begins with that sublime statement 
in Genesis 1:1, “In the beginning God 
created the heaven and the earth”. In 
the beginning of what? Manifestly in 
the beginning of time. The Bible teach- 
es that time began when the created 
universe began, exactly as Einstein has 
proved and as scientists generally have 
accepted. 

But if you want to measure the 
length of time by years, since the uni- 
verse was created, I would say it was 
created many millions of years ago. 
Scientists guess at the time but their 
guesses vary by millions of years. 


Now if you will ——— a — —_ 
opening statement 0 nesis and tu 
vi the pen hecies of Isaiah, Jeremiah 
and Ezekiel you will find they teach 
that the earth was created to be inhab- 
ited, and that it was inhabited by creat- 
ed beings long, long before the creation 
of man. ? 

‘It was inhabited by those animals 
whose fossil remains now lie buried in 
the crust of the earth, and among them 
there may have been an animal ee 
resembling man as to its anatomy. Dut 
this animal was not man, hor was man 
descended from it. Man is a distinct 
race created in the image of God as we

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will see later. 

It was during this primal order that 
there existed the so-called geologic 
ages, of which the scientists make so 
much and of which they know so little. 
The Bible teaches thatduring these early 
ages, the earth was presided over by a 
very remarkable created being called at 
that time “Lucifer”, which means “shin- 
ing” or “bright one”. 

He was essentially a spirit being, but 
may at that time have had a body. 
Ezekiel’s description of him in the 
twenty-eighth chapter, under the figure 
of the king of Tyrus, seems to indicate 
this. Lucifer had under him a host of 
other spirit beings, who — have had 
bodies; later on in the Bible history 
they are called “devils”, or more proper- 
ly “demons”. 


This wonderful being rebelled against 
God, and the host of spirit beings who 
were with him rebelled also. As Isaiah 
expresses it, “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning”. 


Jude refers to these fallen spirits as 
“the angels which kept not their first 
estate” and who are “reserved unto the 
judgment of the great day”. When that 
day comes they will be sent to the place 
prepared for fallen beings. And all 
who refuse to submit to God’s rule will 
go with them. When Lucifer fell, his 
name was changed to “Satan”, which 
meant “hater” or “accuser”, and he is 
called in the Bible by various other 
names such as serpent, beast, devil, 
dragon, etc. 


When Lucifer and his angels fell, 
or rebelled, God sent great cataclysmic 
convulsions upon the earth, which put 
it in the condition described in Genesis 
1:2, “And the earth was (became) 
without form and void; and darkness 
was upon the face of the deep”. 


How long the earth remained in this 
condition we are not told. But some- 
thing like six thousand years ago God 
“reconstructed” the ea and fitted it 
+ for the habitation of the new order 
of beings He proposed to create—man. 
This work took six days, probably 
literal days of twenty-four hours each. 
But nothing was created at this time ex- 
cept on the fifth and sixth days when 
God created animal life again, and 
created man in His own image. The 
statement is, “God created man in his 
own image, in the image of God created 
he him; male and female created he 
them”. 


God did not “create” man’s body. He 
“made” it out of existing material, the 
same as that of which the earth is 
made. Then he “created” man’s spirit 
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and “breathed” it into his body, as the 
Bible declares. The union of spirit and 
body formed man’s soul, or mind. Man 
is thus a three-fold being—spirit, soul 
and body. 


With his body he has world conscious- 
ness through the five senses. Through 
his soul he has self consciousness, and 
through his spirit he has God conscious. 
ness. 

God took the dominion of the earth 


away from Satan and gave it to this 
new creature, man. But Satan after his 


.collapse hated God and after the cre- 


ation of man he also hated man, and 
brought about his fall. This is described 
in the third chapter of Genesis. God’s 
program provided for man’s redemption 
by His own Son and by the Holy Spirit. 
The plan was revealed to Adam and Eve 
after the fall and they and their de- 
scendants were urged to accept it and 
be saved. 


This prearranged plan, or program, is 
revealed to us in the Bible as existing 
in seven ages, or dispensations, as Dr. 
Scofield brings out so clearly in his 
reference Bible. We are concerned now 
with these seven ages. 


Innocency 


The first age was that of Innocency. 
This was lived by our first parents in 
the Garden of Eden. Eden means “de- 
light”. It was a delightful place and was 
a type of what all the world will some 
time become. 


How long this delightful condition 


continued we are not told. It must have . 


been short. It ended in failure from 
man’s standpoint. You will see later 
that all the dispensations end in human 
weakness and failure. 


Man is a failure in everything he un- 
dertakes in this world without God. 
When he has at last learned his lesson, 
that he can do nothing without God, he 
will triumph gloriously. After the 
frightful experience that we know as 
the fall, man was driven out of the 
Garden and forced to earn his living by 
the sweat of his face. 


Work was a curse for sin, but like 
all God’s curses it was tempered with 
blessings. Labor is a blessing, and 
every man is happier who engages in 
some kind of useful work. 


Conscience 


The second age lasted from the fall to 
the flood and is designated by the word 
Conscience, because man having at- 
tained to a knowledge of good and evil 
by partaking of the forbidden fruit, God 
left him to the guidance of his own 
inner urge. 


He had at this time none of the re- 
straints of human government. There 
was no government to force him to do 
and not to do. Every man did that 
which was right in his own eyes. 


Men, in this age, not only had the 
guidance of their consciences but also 
the guidance of the Holy Spirit so long

as wy | would yield to his influence. 
Enoch lived in this age such a righteous 
life that God translated him; that is, he 
was taken to heaven without dying. 
Enoch knew about Christ and prophe- 
sied of His second coming: “Behold, the 
Lord cometh with ten thousands of his 
saints”. 

The conscience age produced some 
noble saints like Abel, Enoch and Noah, 
but the great mass of humanity became 
more and more wicked until finally this 
statement is made about the moral con- 
dition of the race: “And God saw that 
the wickedness of man was great in 
the earth, and that every imagination of 
the thoughts of his heart was only evil 
continually”. 


This age was brought to an end by 
the flood, which was a terrible judg-

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ment on account of their wickedness, 
but which like all of God’s judgments 
was tempered with mercy. There would 
have been more sin, suffering, sorrow, 
pain and death if God had left the race 
to live, in the condition it was in, than 
was caused by the flood. 


Human Government 


Then began the third age, that of 
Human Government. 


God instituted human government 
founded on the basic law that “Whoso 
sheddeth man’s blood by man shall his 
blood be shed”. 


Man still had his conscience to guide 
him, but in addition he also had the re- 
straints of the civil government. If he 
violated the civil law he was obliged 
to suffer for it. He must suffer at the 
hands of his fellow man. The fear of 
this suffering would act as a restraint 
upon him. 


But human _ government failed 
through the weakness and the wicked- 
ness of men. Men, instead of living for 
the glory of God, sought their own 
glory. They congregated at a place 
called Babel (confusion) in the land of 
Shinar and began the construction of a 
great tower, not to escape another flood 
as is popularly supposed, but to cen- 
tralize power and make unto themselves 
a name for their own glory. 


God confounded their language and 
they scattered abroad into groups, or 
nations, and lived henceforth almost 
constantly at war with one another. 


Promise 


Then the fourth age began, that of 
Promise. God chose a man living in 
idolatrous environment named Abram, 
which means “high father’. He took 
him out of his surroundings, placed him 
in a peculiar land, and changed his 
name to Abraham which means “father 
of a multitude”. 


He made him a wonderful promise 
and confirmed it with an oath. He 
promised to make of him a great nation 
and to make him and his seed a blessing 
to all nations. He planted him in a 
land shut in to itself by a harborless 
sea on the west, a tractless desert on 
the east, precipitous mountains on the 
north, and the Sinaitic desert and Egyp- 
tian sea on the south. 


This little land though so shut in to 
itself was in the center of the inhabited 
earth, being at the meeting point of the 
great continents of Asia, Europe and 
Africa. Here God brought up this pe- 
culiar nation which he had promised to 
make a blessing to all nations. Having 
planted them in the land of promise he 
set the other nations about them with 
reference to his own chosen people. 
Note this remarkable passage in Deu- 
teronomy 82:8, “When the Most High 
divided to the nations their inheritance, 
when he separated the sons of Adam, he 
set the bounds of the people according 
to the number of the children of Israel”. 


But the age of promise failed through 
the failure of the people as usual. The 
promise was in part conditional, and the 

eople violated the conditions. Then 
our hundred years they suffered bond- 
age, but God remembered them and 
brought them out and a new age began. 


Law 


At Sinai the law was given and the 
age of Law began. When Moses laid 


the law before the people this statement 
is made: “And all the people answered 
together, and said, All that the lord 
hath said we will do”. 


They little knew what an impossible 
promise they were making. From this 
time on, the history of Israel is one con- 
tinuous failure. They went astray 
again and again. God was patient with 
them. He would punish them when 
they did wrong, and when they were 
sorry He would bring them back into 
favor, only to have this repeated time 
after time, until at last God for their 
sins scattered them among the nations 
of the earth where they now are, and 
whence they are being gathered out for 
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great and impending events which are 
shortly coming. 

The age of the law lasted from Sinai 
to Calvary. Then the law, figuratively 
speaking, was nailed to the cross and 
a new age began. 


Grace 

We are now in the age of Grace. 
You and I are living in it, but it will 
soon end. We are no longer under law 
but under grace. The law was our 
school-master to lead us to Christ. 
When one accepts Christ, he is no long- 
er under a school master. (See Gal. 3: 
24-25). Read also Ephesians 2:8-9 
—Turn To Page 24. 
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which says: “For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves; it is the gift of God; not of 
works, lest any man should boast”. 


This is one of the most difficult truths 
to get men to believe, namely, that the 
law has nothing to do with saving them, 
that they are saved by grace. T'he 
Christian is not saved because he keeps 
the law, but he keeps the law because 
he is saved. 


Would you like to be in a condition in 
which you may do exactly as you 
please? Well, God will bring you into 
that condition if you will only let him! 


Let us thank God that we live in the 
age of grace. Personal salvation has 
always been by grace through faith. 
Abel, Enoch and Abraham, and all Old 
Testament saints were saved that way. 
But collectively God has dealt with peo- 
ple in the ways we have indicated— 
since the fall through conscience, hu- 
man government, promise and law. 


Kingdom Age 
This is the age for which we pray 
when we say: “Thy kingdom come, thy 
will be done in earth as it is in heaven”. 
The prayer will be fully answered when 
Christ comes. He is our rightful King. 


When he returns, all His servants will 


come into His presence to be rewarded 
according to their works. We are saved 
by grace but we are rewarded according 
to works. That servant whose pound 
gained ten pounds will be made ruler 
over ten cities in the kingdom; and that 
servant whose pound gained five pounds 
will be made ruler over five cities. 


In the kingdom age, the material 
earth will be marvelously changed into 
a new earth like one vast garden of 
Eden. The natures of wild beasts will 
be changed and made perfectly docile as 
they were before the fall. As to men, 
“God will wipe away all tears from 
their eyes; and there shall be no more 
death, neither sorrow, nor crying, neith- 
er shall there be any more pain: for the 
former things are passed away”. 


Then all redeemed saints of every age 
will join in the new song, saying: 
“Thou art worthy to take the book, and 
to open the seals thereof; for thou wast 
slain, and hast redeemed us to God by 
thy blood out of every kindred, anc 
tongue, and nation; and hast made us 
unto our God kings and priests: and 
we shall reign on the earth”. Perhaps 
a better translation would be, “we shall 
reign over the earth”. The saints’ 

roper home will be in heaven—the 
Catialy Jerusalem—but they will 
reign with Christ over the earth. “Do 
ye not know that the saints shall judge 
the world?” (I Cor. 6:2).

ls Doomed

ILLIAM J. Robinson, Ph., M.D. for- 

merly a staunch friend of Com- 
munism prior to his visit to Russia, 
said this: 

“Russia is the only country that holds 
aloft a beacon of light and hope to 
blind, struggling and blundering hu- 
manity.” 


Only last June (1932) Dr. Robinson 
went to kneel at the “shrine of the in- 
tellectuals of the world.” Speaking 
Russian fluently, and being a doctor, he 
managed to get into intimate contact 
with the “shrine”. He’s back now! He 
writes (a bit shamefacedly): 


“Painful as it is for me to state my 
conclusion about Russia as I saw it, i 
must do so without quibbling: ... It 
is temporary purgatory for the foreign 
visitor . . . It is permanent, hopeless 
hell for the native ... For ninety per 
cent of the population, Russia is now 
one vast prison, one hopeless hell. 


“When we left Kiev for the train 
which was to bring us that evening to 
’ the Polish frontier, a number of people 
near the hotel stood watching us. Did 
= ever visit a prisoner in a prison? 

d you ever notice the expression on 
his face when the time of the interview 
came to an end, and you were going 
back to freedom and the open road, 
while he had to go back to his cell? 
Well, that exactly was the expression 
on the faces of those men and women, 
only many times intensified. Poor men, 
poor women. Poor ‘free’ Russians!” 


Dr. Robinson’s experience proves 
what we have been saying all along, 
viz., that it is only necessary for com- 
munistic sympathizers to go and live in 
Russia to cure them forever of Bolshe- 
vism. Many a Communist has left 


America and has gone to Russia with 
high hopes, only to return thoroughly 
disappointed. Russia is the most dread- 
ful country in all the world today. 


It is my solemn conviction, and I base 
my contention on the prophetic Word of 
God, that Communism is doomed. I 
still believe that the prophecies regard- 
_ r kings of the East will be ful- 

illed. 


7 Russia is spoken of in Ezekiel, and ir 


Zp many other parts of the Bible, as the 


king of the North. And when I speak 
of the king of the North, I refer to Ger- 
many as well as Russia, for according 
to the Word of God, these two nations 
must be amalgamated. 


Had it not been for the rise of Hitler, 
Germany would have gone communistic. 
Hitler, temporarily, has saved Germany 
from Bolshevism, revolution and blood- 
shed. Finally, however, Germany is tu 
join Russia and thus form the Northern 
Confederacy. 


In speaking of the attempted con- 
quest of Palestine by the king of the 
North, viz., Russia and Germany, the 
Bible says, in reference to the king of 
the North, that “tidings out of the East 
shall trouble him.” This reference can 
be to none other than Japan. For, as I 
have repeatedly stated, Japan is de- 
termined to become mistress of the 
Orient. Japan’s slogan is “Asia for 
the Asiatics”. 


And, may I say, Japan has reason to 
hate the white man. Let us look at the 
situation from his view-point. Aus- 
tralia, for instance, has a surface of 
some three million square miles. Aus- 


tralia is as large as the United States, 
and almost as large as Canada. But 
Australia only has a population of seven 





million, less than Canada even. Hence, 
vast territories are totally unoccupied. 

Everything that can be grown in In- 
dia can be grown in Australia. And yet 
the land is lying idle, simply because the 
white man cannot work it. Only the 
Asiatic is equipped to stand the climate 
and do the work necessary. 


But the Asiatic is forbidden entrance. 
The slogan of the Australian is “Aus- 
tralia for the white man.” Or, “Aus- 
tralia a white country.” Naturally, 
this provokes the colored races, espe- 
cially Japan. 

Japan cannot understand why she

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“Signs in the Heavens’ 


/

THE world is witnessing signs in 

the heavens the like of which 
have not been recorded within 
the memory of man. The pheno- 
mena are not confined to a single 
geographical point. 


It is most remarkable that since the 
fateful year of 1914 such signs have 
been recorded in various countries all 
over the earth. A multitude of human 
beings have observed these occurrences 
in recent years, and vouch for the 
veracity of the reports. 


In this regard the Prophetic Word 
of Luke 21:25-28 is being fulfilled. 
“And there shall be signs in the sun, 
and in the moon, and in the stars; and 
upon the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves roar- 
ing; men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth; for the 
powers of heaven shall be shaken. Ana 
then shall they see the Son of Man 
coming in a cloud with power and great 
glory”. 


ASTRONOMERS ARE PERPLEX- 
ED OVER THE BEHAVIOR OF 
NOVA HERCULIS, A “FIXED” STAR 
OF THE FIRST MAGNITUDE, 
WHICH IS SPEEDING TOWARD 
OUR SOLAR SYSTEM WITH AN 
UNHEARD OF RAPIDITY. Hereto- 
fore these scientists have ridiculed the 
idea of “falling stars” as predicted in 
the Holy Scriptures. Now they know 
the Bible is a Book of Truth and that 
“the exact science of astronomy” once 
more has to adjust itself to proven 
facts as predicted in Prophecy. 


Meteorological instruments record 
increasing disturbances in the domain 
of the air. Equinoctial storms are no 
longer confined to periods and regions 
in which they were recorded hereto- 
fore. South Atlantic hurricanes may 
cause the seas to roar and work de- 
struction on land long after the seasons 
in which they are supposed to make 
their appearance. 


In recent years still other unusual 
signs have been recorded. Mehr Licht, 
a Hamburg, Germany, publication, has 
published many recorded signs. 


On the 10th of June 1931 there was 
seen in London a very remarkable 
sight. This was on a Monday evening 
at 10:21 o’clock. A red light of extra- 
ordinary brilliance appeared in the sky 
in the form of a red cross. It remained 
immovable for five seconds and then 
disappeared suddenly. Many people 
saw this “sign in the heavens”. 


Newspaper reports have made men- 
tion of a similar occurrence in Provi- 
dence, England. Dr. Kline of York, 
England, reports the appearance of a 
star with unusual brilliance which 
illuminated a cross, the color of which 
was bright red and silver. Underneath 
appeared a diadem of stars. This 
phenomenon could be observed at 4 
o’clock in the morning. 


The Morning Post of June 5, 1931, 
states: “Yesterday evening there ap- 
peared over London a mysterious bow 
of light similiar to a rainbow. It re- 


mained immovable for two hours.” Dr. 
Whipple, superintendent of the Kes- 
wick Observatory told newspaper men, 
“T never saw anything like it before. I 
observed the gigantic bow from my 
home in Keswick. The strange circular 
light stretched over the northern sky. I 
cannot explain its appearance unless it 
was the path of a meteor.” 


A report from Bombay, India, states 
that one hundred girls in a mission 
station saw in the sky the flaming 
words, “Jesus is coming soon”. 


Three hundred people returning from 
a prayer meeting in Sweden saw a 
huge hand pointing toward great 
bright letters in the sky which read, 
“IT am coming quickly!” 


According to an article in The 
Stavanger, Norway, Aftenbladt there 
appeared a remarkable vision in the 
sky. Many eye witnesses vouched for 
the accuracy of the following: “A great 
black cloud was observed in the west 
of the city, its color changed to a fiery 
red, gradually changing into a bow up- 
on which appeared the words: ‘Be con- 
verted, Jesus is coming soon’. Next 


there appeared the form of an ange. 


standing beside a cross. Underneath 
could be read the word ‘Amen’. The 
bright light soon changed to darkness 
when a great cloud hid the picture”. 


A recent inquiry at Stavanger in re- 
gard to this report dating back to 1916 
resulted in the solemn statements from 


two eye-witnesses, the school teacher 
Soren Emil Lura and his son Sigrid 
Lura, also a teacher. These men, whose 
veracity is unquestioned, vouched for 
the truth of this report. They too de- 
clared that many people witnessed this 
strange happening. 


There is also a report in the Ham- 
burger Tageblatt of July 30, 1934 of 
a strange occurrence in Grimstad, Nor- 
way, which was observed by the entire 
population. During a bright sunny day 
there appeared in the blue northern 
sky a cloud in the form of an aero- 
plane. Out of this another cloud 
developed which assumed the form of 
a figure of Christ. This in the course 
of a short time changed into a cup. 
Norwegian scientists declared that this 
was not an ordinary mirage because 
of the fact that the vision was illumi-

It therefore was “classified” as 
an “holophenomenon”. The “explana- 
tion” stated that microscopically smal 
particles of frost, at least 9,000 feet 
high often produce strange figures. 
The appearance of a Christ figure was 
said to be “mere chance.” 


The Kieler Neuste Nachrichten of 
April 15, 1932 reports a phenomenon o1 
light over the city of Tyrnau, Checho- 
Slovakia. On a calm and warm day 
there appeared three suns in the sky. 
The sun to the left eminated yellow 
beams while the entire group was en- 
circled by a downward curving rain- 
bow. The phenomenon was visible for 
20 kilometers and lasted for forty-five 
minutes. 





The same newspaper in a dispatch 
of March 1928, reports a panic in the 
city of Asuncion, the capital of 
Paraguay, which was caused by the 
sky suddenly turning into a bright red 
color. The frightened population 
crowded the streets. Many believed 
that “the end of the world” was at 
hand. It was impossible to determine 
the cause of the phenomenon. 


The German Monthly Wache Aufl, 
publishes a reportfrom Irkutsk, Siberia, 
stating that the population of Central 
Siberia had been in great excitement 
during the month of March 1934. 


In the clear sky appeared peculiar 
lights illuminating the sky for miles. 
These lights often took the form of 
downward pointing swords. Government 
meteorologists were unable to deter- 
mine the cause of the strange pheno- 
menon. It was not an ordinary aurora 
borealis. The population remained in 
the streets in an attitude of prayer for 
many days. 


Meteoric showers of extraodinary 
proportions have been reported by Ger- 
man newspapers. There are also re- 
ports of the appearance in the skies 
of horses, riders, palm trees, corn fields 
and houses. (See Munchner. Neuste 
Nachrichten, Abendzeitung, December 
11, 1934, and Ludwigsburger Zeitung 
August 11, 1924.) 


A cross above the moon which ap- 
peared in the eastern sky was reported 
by the Hapsoler Zeitung November 1, 
1931. Der Seher of November 2, 1933, 
reports that in the city of Berlin at 
9 o’clock, (21 o’clock Continental time) 
could be seen similiar signs. These we 
are told were observed in Saeckingen 
as wel] as in the nation’s capital. 


The facts related above prove that 
the Scripture passages regarding the 
signs in the heavens are being fulfilled. 
The Son of Man himself will soon ap- 
pear in the sky. Matthew 24:30 states, 
“And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of Man in the heaven; and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of Man com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory”. 


The American astronomers Hoebel, 
Humason and the physicist Palman re- 
port experiments which discredit the 
Einstein theory of the nature of the 
universe. According to Einstein space 
and the fluctuating motions in it are 
static. In reality the Spiral Nebula rep- 
resents systems outside of the Milky 
Way which are literally exploding away

“Pink’’ Professors Raise Red Flag

(COMMUNISM is “socialism in 

action.” A “parlor pink” is a 
red revolutionist who expresses 
his criminal intentions in long and 
Jearned words and phrases instead 
of short, ugly, brutal ones; he 
says “liquidation” when he means 
murder by slow starvation; he 
says “socialization” or “expropria- 
tion” when he means plain confis- 
cation—highway robbery or out- 
right theft. 


There is nothing new about these 
general truths, but there is something 
decidedly of importance to every patzi- 
otic American in the fact that our most 
prominent pink professors, in our uni- 
versities and in the Brain Trust, have 
brazenly demonstrated that they are no 
exception to the rule! The disguise is 
down! The masquerade is over! 


The pink professors have shown their 
true color—which is not pale pink but 
deepest scarlet! The first, and possibly 
the most important, of the pink profes- 
sors boldly to drop all camouflage and 
brazenly to state his revolutionary de- 
signs upon America is Dr. Rexford Guy 
Tugwell, late of Columbia University 
and now No. 1 Brain Truster in the 
Roosevelt Administration. 


It is true that Tugwell’s “collectivist”’ 
ideas and ideals have long been known;

taxpayers, is an alarming evidence of 
how thoroughly the press has been par- 
alyzed and the public mind and con- 
science anasthetized. 


A Communist Incident 


The platform setting was perfect for 
Tugwell’s anti-American address—he 
spoke with the American flag at his 
feet! Commenting on this malicious in- 


sult to the American flag, Col. Gecrge 
S. Binckley wrote in the Los Angeles

group of EDUCATED FOOLS with 
which President Roosevelt has surround- 
ed himself. But whoever was responsible 
for the arrangement of the platform 
from which Tugwell spoke was either 
grossly ignorant of the simplest pro- 
prieties in the display of the national 
colors, or devised this arrangement as a 
deliberate insult to the flag of the coun- 
try. ... To subject the flag of the coun- 
try to such degradation is, I believe, 
punishable under the law. In any case, 
the offense should not pass without the 
severe rebuke it merits.” 


With the Stars and Stripes at his 
feet, Tugwell breathed contempt upon 
them, while he, figuratively speaking, 
raised the Red Flag to the skies. e 
left no room for doubt that he is a com- 
munist. He took what plainly seemed to 
be definite sides in the old quarrel be- 
tween socialists and communists over 
whether the best “strategy” for as 
over the revolution is via the ballot box 
or by means of “direct action.” 


Tugwell said: “Our best strategy is to 
surge forward with the workers and 
farmers of this nation, committed tv 
general achievements, but trusting in 
the genius of our leader for the dis- 
position of our forces and the timing 
of our attacks.” 


Now, Dr. Tugwell is an accomplished 
scholar, a master of words and phrases. 
He knows that all Bolshevik bloodshed, 
all red uprisings, are carried forward in 
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the name of the “workers and farmers.” 
He spoke deliberately, reading a care- 
fully prepared manuscript. Hence, 
there can be no doubt as to what he 
meant when he spoke of surging for- 
ward with the “workers and farmers.” 


His carefully selected words can mean 
nothing but an advocacy of revolution 
prosecuted along soviet lines and ac- 
cording to Marxist technique. 


Other Red Utterances 


What does Tugwell mean when he tells 
the American people, who have always 
lived under a democratic form of gov- 
ernment “of, by, and for” themselves, 
who have always enjoyed the right and 
responsibility of determining their na- 
tion’s destiny through the ballot box— 
what does he mean when he tells free 
Americans that they should “surge for- 
ward with the workers and farmers of 
this nation” blindly “trusting in the 
genius of our leader for the disposition 
of our forces and the timing of our at- 
tacks”? 


What can this statement mean except. 
that we should repudiate democracy and 
accept dictatorship? Again, Tugwell 
said, “And what is needed in these 
months to come is an access of confi- 
dence among all progressives, a submis- 
sion to discipline under leadership and 
a drive for complete victory against the 
most powerful reaction ever organized 
in this nation.” 


By “submission to discipline under 
leadership” is it not plain that he 
means the Dictatorship of the Proleta- 
riat? Moreover, he plainly refers to 
the kind of dictatorship over the pro- 
letariat which obtains in the U.S. S. R. 
For, Tugwell was addressing, largely, 
class-conscious workers; but he warned 
them that they must not try to rule— 
they must submit to discipline and 
blindly trust to their “leaders’ ” judge- 
ment and genius. 


Tugwell flatly repudiated all theories 
of socialist “gradualism”’; he warned 
against being content with anything 
less than complete collectivism, to be 
achieved, not gradually, but by one 
sweeping surge: “And we should suc- 
ceed for once in establishing a farmer- 
worker alliance which will carry all be- 
fore it, reducing our dependence on 
half-way measures. .. ” 


Again he said, “But we do need a 
clearer and wider recognition of the 
main trends we are in and a straight- 
forward movement to claim their ad- 
vantages. If this requires the removal 
of barriers, that is historically unim- 
portant. We only need to care as hum- 
an beings how it is done.” 


By “straightforward movement” must 
he not mean “direct action”? Tugwell is 
a master of words—can it be he does 
not know how perfectly synonymous 
these terms are? 


“Hymn of Hate” 


IN THIS FRANKLY INFLAMMA- 
TORY ADDRESS, TUGWELL STRIP- 
PED THE MASK OF MOCK IDEAL- 
ISM FROM THE PLANNERS OF 
SOVIET AMERICA. All along, the 
New Dealers have assured us that they 
are striving for the highest ideals of 
“social justice” with a singular purity 
of purpose. We have been told that we 
must trust to the noble idealism of their 
hearts even if we can’t have confidence 
in the twisted theories spun by their 
egregious brains. 


of Agriculture Henry Wal- 
lace, who General Johnson says is mere- 
ly a mouthpiece for Tugwell, has fre- 
quently called attention to the spiritual 
ideals and reiigious motivations which 
guide him and all other New Dealers. 
Indeed, scarcely a year ago Tugwell 
himself was assuring us that the Roose- 
veltian “more abundant life” was aim- 
ing ultimately at making all the rivers 
blue and all the hills green. But now 
the play-acting is over; the pretense of 
piety is discarded. Tugwell has spok- 
en out boldly, stating his aims in terms 
of the Marxist gospel of class hatred. 


In his Los Angeles address, he rauc- 
ously sang the communist hymn of 
hate. He appealed, not to the idealism 
of his listeners, but to their base pas- 
sions. He revealed that hate is the stuff 
out of which “genuine reconstruction” 
must be builded. Angrily, he asked: 
“How deep are the sources of your in- 
dignation? Do they lie on the surface 
....2 Or do they lie deeper so that 
your wrath may sustain a genuine re- 
construction of American life?” 


He stated his program in terms of 
militant elass hatred and fierce class 
war: “A progressive political army 
marches on its morals—and the sources 
of our morale are two: enthusiasm for a 
challenging national task well begun, 
and the existence of an enemy we can 
despise with a lasting and righteous 
anger.” And again: “We shall have to 
recognize our enemies, pouring out up- 
on them the indignation we have too 
much withheld; and we shall have to 
consolidate our support and go forward 
with closed ranks...” 


A humorous sequel was supplied to 
Tugwell’s incendiary address at the 
President’s next regular press confer- 
ence. As reported in the Los Angeles 
Times: “. .. the only thing the Presi- 
dent found in the speech to complain of

was his Undersecretary of iculture’s 
incidental statement that, in his opini 
the budget can be balanced in the fisca 
year 1938. This, the President indicat- 
ed in his Wednesday press conference, 
is a prediction almost as ‘wild’ as that 
the budget will never be balanced at all. 
. . . At the same time the President 
gives at least the consent of silence to 
as radical a program—outlined by Tug- 
well in the same speech as the New 
Deal’s real objective—as the Los An- 
geles Plaza (favorite setting for soviet 
soap-boxes) has ever heard. He has no 
objections, apparently, to the prediction 
of one of his chief advisers of a revolu- 
tion to come in this country under New 
Deal auspices. The frank assurance of 
Tugwell that this revolution, while it 
‘will not be pleasant’, need not entail 
violence if everybody will ‘submit to 
discipline’ brings no rebuke from the 
White House.” 


Communism in School 


Not long after Tugwell’s raucous per- 
formance, Aubrey W. Williams, director 
of the National Youth Administration, 
came forward and sang the hymn of 
class hatred in virtually the same key. 
Williams vented his diatribe before a 
group of school teachers in Charleston, 
West Virginia.

He told them frankly that it was their 
duty to teach the communist creed of 
class hatred. He said: “Professional 
and intellectual honesty demand that 
you tell your pupils that 70 per cent of 
our people must live below the stan- 
dard of decency; that nearly half the 
national wealth is concentrated in the 
hands of 2 per cent of the people; that 
millions now unemployed will never find 
jobs again; that their chances of gain- 
ing economic freedom are ‘stacked four 
to one against them.’ ” 


In other words, Williams demands 
that teachers tell their pupils that the 
very oath of allegiance which they take 
to the American flag is a lie! The 
form of the oath is: “I pledge allegiance 
to the Flag of the United States of 
America and to the Republic for which 
it stands, one Nation, indivisible, with 
liberty and justice for all.” 


Williams says it is not true that this 
is a nation “with liberty and juctice 
for all.” He says that the youth of to- 
day are growing up in a land in which 
“the chances” are “stacked four to one 
against them.” He favors inculcating 
young people with the idea that our 
Constitution’s guarantee of equality of 
opportunity is a sham. 


He believes in teaching children that, 
in effect, the phrase in the oath of alle- 
giance which says that this nation is a 
republic is a lie; for, if it is a republic, 
the people are the real rulers, and there 
is no basis for his statement that ‘70 
per cent of our people must live below 
the standard of decency.” Of course, 
70 per cent of the people do not live be- 
low the standard of decency. But if 
they did, what is Williams’ idea ia 
teaching children that they must con- 
tinue to do so; what is his purpose in. 
telling them that “millions now unem- 
ployed will never find jobs again’? 


Is is not plain that he is indoctrinat- 
ting the Marxist theory that democracy 
knows no way out, that there is not and 
cannot be any solution of our problems 
under our Constitution? Is he not subt- 
ly inculcating the pernicious ideas that 
injustice, inequality, and unemployment 
are permanent under our American 
system? If he is not trying to regi- 
ment American youth into revolutionary 
ranks, why does he not tell teachers 
that “professional and intellectual hon- 
esty” requires that they tell their pupils 
that the unemployed in America have a 
higher standard of living than the ma- 
jority of workers in Soviet Russia? 


According to Williams, “professional 
and intellectual honesty’ requires that 
teachers deny the truth of virtually 
every provision of Zhe American’s 
Creed, which every child should learn 
as the very basis of good citizenship. 
Compare Williams’ malicious misstate- 
ments with this unexcelled statement of 
the fundamental principles of Ameri- 
canism: “I believe in the United States 
of America as a government of the 
people, by the people, for the Peoples 
whose just powers are derived from 
the eonsent of the governed; a democra- 
cy in a republic; a sovereign nation of 
many sovereign states; a perfect union, 
one and inseparable; established upon 
those principles of freedom, equality, 
justice, and humanity for which Ameri- 
can patriots sacrificed their lives and 
fortunes. I therefore believe it is my 
duty to my country to love it; to sup- 
port its constitution; to obey its laws; 


to respect its flag; and to defend it 
against all enemies.” 


Teaching Profession in Danger 


The Administration, apparently, is 
not content merely to have the attairs 
of the nation run by the pink protes- 
sors, dratted out of the hotbeds of com- 
munism centered in Columbia and Har- 
vard Universities. No, it 1s also deter- 
mined to establish some sort of dicta- 
torship and system of red regimenta- 
tion over those teachers who have re- 
mained loyal to the principles of true 
Americanism. How elise can the actiou 
ot Williams, head of the National Youth 
Administration, be explained? How 
else can be explained his demand that 
teachers instil class hatred and con- 
tempt for American institutions in pu- 
pils? 

In commenting on this brazen at- 
tempt to advance the teaching of soviet- 
ism in American schools, Frank K. 
Kent, well-known writer for the Balti- 
more Sun, has said, “It is not a proper 
function of the government or any gov- 
ernment official to tell school teachers 
what they must tell their pupils.” And 
he went on to say that Williams’ hate- 
stirring address “lends color to the 
charge that the National Youth Admin- 
istracion is the first step in a move 
toward Federal supervision and control 
of education, than which few things 
could be worse in a free country.” 


It would seem that the sovie tech- 
nique in this country will be to attempt 
to place education under strict censor- 
ship and bureaucratic control, even be- 
fore attempts are made to cement a 
censorship over the press. Of course, 
a subtie control is already being exerted 
over vast tields of education and the 
press. Kut in America it is the schools, 
even more than the press, which mold 
the thinking of the citizenry of today 
and of tomorrow. 


Our schools have long been coveted 
by the communists, who see in them the 
potentially most powerful propaganda 
machinery on the face of the earth. The 
pink protessors know the power of edu- 
cation to mold, and the power of mis- 
education to mar, as do no other group. 
Apparently, they are proceeding upon 
the theory that the ‘way to sovietize 
America is to plant the seeds of class 
war in the hearts of school children. 
Their plan for revolution seems to lie in 
a gigantic program for nationalizing 
and sovietizing the minds and con- 
sciences of youth. Their very audacious 
design to, in effect, kidnap the souls and 
minds of youth constitutes an insult to 
every American mother and a challenge 
to every American father. 


They have dropped their pink-tinted 
masks and discarded their pussyfooting 

rofessions of visionary idealism. They 

ave taken their stand under the Red 
Flag. And with what has the appear- 
ance of a bribe in one hand, and a 
bludgeon in the other (both fashioned 
with taxpayers’ money) they are ealling 
upon the school teachers of America to 
bring their pupils and “come and do 
likewise”—and chant with them the 
communist hymn of hate.

Luke 1 





| Pan 1:1-4. Five fundamental facts: 
(1) Certain truths, at the time of 
Luke’s writing (A. D. 63-68), that had 
become fully established among Chris- 
tian believers. (2) Others had attemp- 
ted to record these truths. (3) Luke 
had gained much from these “eye wit- 
nesses” who had personal knowledge »f 
the facts and practical experience of 
the effects. (4) He was to write, hav- 
ing “traced the course of all things 
accurately” (R. V.). These things were 
to be set down in “order”. (5) The 
purpose: “ye mightest know the cer- 
tainty of those things wherein thou 
hast been instructed.” 


Luke is thus established in our think- 
ing as a dependable writer. 


Four hundred years had elapsed 
since the prophecy of John the Bap- 
tist’s coming (Mal. 4:5-6). It is now 
B.C. 6. The Old Testament and the 
New are brought together. Elijah is tu 
come again before the Second Coming 
of our Lord (Rev. 11:3-6). History re- 
peats itself. 


The announcement to Zacharias of 
the birth of John (Verses 5-25) and 
that to Mary of the birth of 
Christ (26-38), offer suggestive points 
of contrast. The Forerunner is promis- 
ed in the temple to an Aaronic priest, 
in the performance of his priestly 
duties, and the promise is received with 
doubt despite its joyful nature. 


The Christ is promised in a Galilean 
home, to a maiden of the family of 
David, in the simple circumstances of 
daily life, and the promise is received 
with beautiful faith, despite its dis- 
turbing mysteriousness. That faith, 
taking all on trust, is soon rewarded 
by unsought confirmation (39-45); and 
Mary bursts forth into her exultant 
song of confident praise (46:56). 


Unbelief receives its appropriate 
“sign”, dumbness, till the obedience of 
faith proves doubt dispelled (57-66); 
then Zacharias, too, can sing his song 
of rejoicing over promises fulfilled 
(67-80). 


Man can only touch God through the 
spirit. The spirit can only act upon the 
body through the medium of the soul. 
We have a good illustration here in vs. 
46-47. “My soul DOTH magnify the 
Lord, and my spirit HATH rejoiced in 
God my Saviour.” Here the change of 
tense shows that the spirit first con- 
ceived joy in God, and then, communi- 
cating with the soul, aroused it to give 
expression to the feeling by means ot 
the bodily organs. . -

HE BIRTH OF JESUS. The Biolo- 

gical Problem: “How is it possible 
for a woman to bear a child except as 
the result of the power of man?” The 
answer is given in that word “over- 
e., envelope thee in dark- 
ness. He is to be “begotten of God” 
and not of Joseph or any other. 


The Moral Problem: If the Child is 
to be born of a woman, how is it to be 
free from, and escape the continuous 
persistent contamination which charac- 
terizes all human history? The answer 
is that He was conceived by the Holy 
Ghost as well as begotten of God. That 
which was begotten of God and :on- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost, is to be born 
of the virgin Mary. The very same 
force, the Holy Spirit overshadowing, 
that brought about the “begetting”, 
shall guard the “conceiving.” 


This answer of the angel carries our 
rational consent, because it is the only 
accounting for Him that satisfies our 
reason.

Luke 3:21,22; 431-13 





ERSE 3:2—It is significant that 

the New Testament never says that 
the Word of God came to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Christ Himself was the 
actual Word of God. 


3:21-22. The question naturally arises 
as to why Jesus allowed Himself to be 
baptized, and His own reason, “thus it 
becometh us to fulfill ali righteous- 
ness” (Mt. 3:15), is the only satisfying 
explanation. He had no sin to repent 
of, and He did not repent as He under- 
went baptism, but He did identify Him- 
self with sjnful humanity and obeyed” 
perfectly in every way. 


The Holy Spirit is represented al- 
ways in the Scriptures in terms in 
harmony with the thought of Divine 
motherhood. Regeneration is a New 
Birth of which the Holy Spirit is the 
mother that gives this birth. The gui- 
dance and nurture of the Spirit after 
our conversion are described in 
language borrowed from the nursery 
and the home. In deeper needs of the

of a mother’s caresses and a mother’s 
love (Isa. 66:18).

V. 3 — In Christ’s most extreme 
strait, the Devil spoke. “Man’s extremi- 
ty is God’s opportunity;” even so, it is 
also Satan’s! Be guarded in the ex- 
treme needs of life. 


V. 5-7. The Devil is still holding this 
world for his bid at the same terms 
offered here, and many are nibbling ar 
the bait, and ere long there will come 
the one that will accept the bribe (Rev. 
13:1-2)—Antichrist. The Lord does not 
dispute the Devil’s claim that the king- 
doms of this world were his. The Devil 
is still the prince of this world-civilly 
and governmentally—and the god of 
this world-ecclesiastically and _ re- 
ligiously. We look forward to the re- 
turn of Christ when Satan shall be 
bound. 


This is the age of cross-bearing, not 
crown-wearing, for our Lord. But the 
day comes when the kingdoms of this 
world will become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and of His Christ. (Rev. 11:15). 
The Usurper is on the throne while the 
righteous Heir is gathering His Bride.

ELEASE to the captives.” Jesus 

not only came for the purpose of 
deliverance, but also to proclaim it, to 
announce to the world that such an 
emancipation had been provided. It is a 
royal proclamation. 


“Sight to the blind.” For the blinding 
power of sin, see Jn. 12:40; 2 Cor.3: 
14; 4:4; Eph. 4:18; I Jn. 2:11. 


V. 19. It is significant to note that 
our Lord terminates his reading in the 
middle of this verse in Isaiah (61:1), 
and that He does not read the phrase 
as “the day of vengeance of our God,” 
for that event relates not to His first 
Advent, but to the second. He closed 
with “acceptable year of the Lord” be- 
cause there was to be a gap of many 
centuries between that and “the day of 
vengeance” which referred to his second 
coming. 


V. 21. An astonishing assertion. The 
prophecy of Isaiah had been uttered al- 
most seven hundred and fifty years be- 
fore this. He could only mean that He 
was the Anointed One whom Isaiah 
had promised would come. 


V. 22. “Is not this Joseph’s son?” 
Two courses were open to them: either 
to surrender themselves to the divine 
instinct which, while they listened to 
this call, was drawing them to Jesus 
as the Anointed; or to give place to 
an intellectual suggestion, allow it to 
suppress the emotion of the heart, and 
cause faith to evaporate in criticism. 
They took the latter course. 


V. 24. We have the proverb: “No 
man is a hero to his own valet,” and 
“Familiarity breeds contempt;” this 
curious psychological fact was more 
be once referred to by our Lord (Jn. 


V. 30. The passing of Jesus through 
this mob without harm was undoubt- 
edly a miracle. It cannot be understood 
in any other way. They had asked for 
a miracle, and this was the miracle 
granted them.

JESUS ENLISTS HELPERS 


Luke 5:1-11, 27-28 





RSE 1. While it is true that all 
real ministers are called to preach 
the Word of God, and that only—this 
was particularly true of Christ, for He 
tells us that He actually speaks the 
words of God (John 3:24), and that the 
things which He spoke He had actually 
heard from God Himself (Jn. 8:26, 38, 
40). 


“Put out into the deep.” Our failures 
are due to our hesitancy to get far 
from shore. We are too often near- 
sighted! We want to be always in sight 
of land, of the things that we know, of 
the things that are easily visible, of 
the tangible and material things of life. 
We hesitate to launch out into the deep 
of faith, into the deep of God’s care, 
into absolute trust of and surrender to 
Him. Paddling about in the shallows, 
our lives become shallow. 


V. 5. Peter obeys without question- 
ing. He might have said, (1) We have 
fished all through the night; (2) The 
morning time is no time to fish, for the 
glare of light reveals the meshes of the 
nets; (3) Fish are to be found, not in 
the deep but the shallower part of the 
lake; (4) All the fisherfolk will make 
fun of me,as they see me going away 
out into the deep in the morning. 


Is it not so with all who have been 
greatly used of Christ? At a certain 
moment in our experience that Master 
comes on board the ship of our life and 
assumes supreme control, There cannot 
be two captains in the boat if it is tu 
make a successful voyage and return 
at last to the water’s edge with fish. 
Decide now; will you surrender to His 
disposal. 


V. 8. His Master’s knowledge and 
power were evident and now the dis- 
ciple rises to a higher conception of the 
One before him. He had called Him 
“Master,” he now calls Him “Lord.” 
Peter at once gains a higher idea of 
his Master and a lower idea of him- 
self—both results very necessary for 
those of us who are ministers. 


V. 11. It was not in the weary morn- 


ing, after a useless night, that they 


forsook all and followed Jesus. It was 
when they were the envy of the neigh- 
borhood for the huge haul of fishes 
that they had got. It is better to come 
late than not at all. It is better to come 
in old age than to die without Christ, 
but it is best to come when all the nets 
are full, when life is golden, and the 
heart is young.

city dealing in the merchandise of gold, 
and silver, and precious stones, and of 
pearls, and fine linen and purple, and 
silk, and scarlet and all thyine wood, 
and all manner of vessels of ivory, and 
all manner of vessels of most precious 
wood, and of brass, and iron, and mar- 
ble and cinnamon, and odours and oint- 
ments, and frankincense, and wine, and 
oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and 
beasts, and sheep, and horses, and char- 
iots, and slaves, and souls of men (Rev. 
18:12-13). 

The trend of big business is toward 
centralization. The city of Babylon is 
the logical point of concentration and 
standardization. Transportation lines 
will radiate from Babylon to Smyrna, 
Egypt and Constantinople, connecting 
with Berlin, Vienna, Paris, London, New 
York and Chicago. 


A spider-web transportation network 
will eover the earth, enabling all mari- 
time and monetary centers to reach 
Babylon with their great mercantile 
cargo and passengers, This vast city of 
big business will dissipate the chronic 
world depression and sink all distine- 
tions of nationality, racial traits and 
religion, into one colossal universal fel- 
lowship and kingdom of commerce.

The Jewish state should have a popu- 
lation of no less than 5,000,000 He- 
brews.” 

It is evident that the stage is being 
set for the Jewish covenant of the An- 
tichrist. In the midst of Daniel’s 70th 
Week, or three and one half years after 
the Rapture of the Church, Antichrist 
will break his covenant with the Jews. 


“Let no man deceive you by any 
means: for that day shall not come, ex- 
cept there come a falling away first, 
and that man of sin be revealed, the 
son of perdition: Who opposeth and ex- 
alteth himself above all that is called 
God, or that is worshipped: so that he 
as God sitteth in the temple of God, 
shewing himself that he is God” (II 
Thess. 2:34). 

An image of Antichrist will replace 
the Ark of the Covenant in the Holy 
of Holies in the Jewish Temple at Jeru- 
salem. This will constitute the abomin- 
ation of desolation. This “Idol” of 
world religion will be enshrined in the 
city of Jerusalem. All the world will 
wonder after the Beast, and “all that 
dwell upon the earth shall worship him, 
whose names are not written in the 


book of life of the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world”. And, “as 
many as would not worship the image 
of the beast should be killed”. It will 
be “worship or die”. The geographical 
center of this Satanic worship will be 
Jerusalem, — Antichrist’s city of worid 
religion. 

In the final crackup and crash of the 
world system during the day of God’s 
wrath, the city of Babylon will be de- 
stroyed by fire in like manner as Sodom 
and Gomorrah. It shall never rise 
again. 

Rome will go down with the cities of 
the nations (Rev. 16:19), but will prob- 
ably be rebuilt with other waste cities 
during the Millennium (Isa. 61:4). 


The city of Jerusalem will be divided 
into three parts during the greatest 
earthquake of all time. It will become 
the earthly sea-port capital city of the 
world and will be the international seat 
of government for a thousand years, 
when Christ returns as King of Kings 
to reign from the throne of His Father 
David on Mount Zion.
